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INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF 1897, WITH AMENDMENTS 

OF 1899, J90S AND J905* 



Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State without first 
obtaining a license so to do, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. After this law goes into effect, any person desiring to 
begin the practice of medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State, 
shall procure from the State Board of Medical Kegistration and 
Examination a certificate that such person is entitled to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indi- 
ana ; and in order to procure such certificate the applicant shall sub- 
mit to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
his diploma, with an affidavit setting forth the time and number of 
terms, duration of each term, applicant was required to be in at- 
tendance at said school in order to complete said course of study, 
and that the affiant is the person to whom such diploma was issued. 
Such application shall be accompanied by the affidavit of two free- 
holders resident in the same county in which the applicant resides, 
stating that the applicant is the person named in the accompanying 
diploma and application for a certificate. All diplomas received 
by the Board shall be returned to the -person owning the same, and 
for failure to return any diploma to its lawful owner within a 
reasonable time the secretary of said Board shall be liable on his 
bond for damages in the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25). Such 
applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of ten dollars ($10) at 
the time of making such application. All persons who were prac- 
ticing medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana on 
March 8, 1897, and have not complied with the provisions of the 
law, and desiring to continue the same, shall, on or before July 
11, 1899, obtain a certificate that they are entitled to do so by 
presenting to the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination the license possessed by them at the time of the passage 
of this law, together with an affidavit that they are the legal poe- 
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sessors of the same, and the persons mentioned therein, and such 
applicant shall pay to the Board the sum of one dollar ($1) at the 
time of making such application. The Board shall thereupon issue 
to such applicant a certificate, which, when presented to the county 
clerk of the proper county, shall entitle the holder to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana. 
In the event an applicant for a certificate from the State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination shall present a diploma 
from a medical college which is not recognized as maintaining a 
sufficiently high grade or standard of medical education as defined 
and fixed in the records of the Board, the applicant shall have the 
privilege of being examined as to his qualifications to practice 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics in such manner as the Board shall 
provide, and if he shall pass an examination satisfactory to the 
Board he shall receive a certificate, the same as if he had presented 
a satisfactory diploma and other evidences and qualifications for 
the practice of medicine. But if he should fail to pass such exam- 
ination he shall be permitted to submit to another examination 
within twelve months from the time of the first examination. He 
shall pay to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25): Provided, however. 
That payment of said sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) shall entitle 
him to a re-examination in case of failure at the first or any subse- 
quent examination. And provided further, That if such applicant 
shall fail to pass the examination prescribed by such Board of Med- 
ical Registration and Examination, he shall have the right to an 
appeal to the Circuit or Superior Court of the proper county, re- 
quiring such Board to show cause -why such applicant should not 
be permitted to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in the 
State of Indiana, upon the applicant giving a good and satisfactory 
bond, to be approved by the court, to secure all costs of suit should 
the appeal be determined against him. Upon the receipt of the 
certificate by the applicant from the State Board of Medical Regis- 
tration and Examination, the applicant shall, upon the presentation 
thereof to the clerk of the county in which he resides, receive 
from the county clerk a license to practice medicine, surgery and 
obstetrics within the State of Indiana. The persons receiving such 
license shall pay to the county clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee 
for issuing and recording such license, as hereinafter provided. 



in case of change of residence from one county to another within 
this State, tlie holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new 
license in the county whel'e he proposes to reside, by filing With 
the county clerk the license obtained by him in the county in 
which he last resided, in the same manner as provided for on the 
presentation of his certificate from the State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination, and the clerk shall issue him a new 
licemsa (As amended March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 247.) 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the county in which 
an applicant resides to issue to the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, as hereinbefore provided for, a license under his official seal 
in the following form:

I, , Clerk of the Circuit Court

with the laws of the State or Indiana relating to the practice of 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the county and State aforesaid.

, Clerk. 

The county clerk shall enter of record the name, age, place of 
birth, address, school or system of medicine to which said applicant 
belongs, and the person so registering shall subscribe to and verify 
by oath before such clerk an affidavit concerning such facts, 
which, if willfully false, shall subject the afiiant to conviction for 
perjury. The county clerk shall furnish annually, on the first 
day of January, to the State Board of Medical Ttogistration and 
Examination, upon blanks furnished by said Board, a duplicate list 
of all certificates received and licenses issued by him during the 
preceding year, and shall include therein the date of issue of said 
license, and the name, age and residence of the person receiving 
the same. 

Sec. 4. Within thirty days after this law goes into effect, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor of the State of Indiana to ap- 
point a State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
composed of five (5) members, who shall serve, two for one year, 
one for two years, one for three years and one for four years; and 



their successors for a term of four years each. No school or system 
of medicine shall have a majority representation on such Board. 
Said Board shall be nonpartisan, and not more than three shall be 
members of any one political party. The Governor shall select 
members of said Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
from reputable physicians in this State who are graduates of any 
college of medicine of good repute: Provided,, That no professor 
or teacher in a medical college shall be appointed as a member of 
such Board : Provided, further, That each of the four schools or 
systems of medicine having the largest numerical representation 
in the State shall have at least one representative on said Board. 
Should a vacancy occur in said Board by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, then it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
fill the vacancy from the school or system entitled to representa- 
tion by virtue of such vacancy. The Governor shall have power to 
remove any member of said Board for incompetency, gross immor- 
ality, for any abuse of his official power, or for other good cause, 
and may fill any vacancy thus occasioned by appointment. Any 
person appointed to fill any vacancy on such Board, whether occa- 
sioned by death, resignation, removal or otherwise, shall hold for 
the unexpired term of the member whose place he. is appointed 
to fill. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the members of the State Board 
of Medical Eegistration and Examination to meet in the city of 
Indianapolis within thirty days after their appointment, and or- 
ganize by the election of a president, secretary and treasurer, 
who shall serve until the second Tuesday in January following, 
and their sucx^essors shall be elected on the second Tuesday in 
January annually thereafter. The said Board shall hold regular 
meetings on the second Tuesday in January and July of each year, 
and as often in addition as may be necessary for the transaction of 
such business as may properly come before it under the provisions 
of this act, and shall have power to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the transaction of its business. 

For their services the members shall receive the sum of six dol- 
lars ($6) per day, and their traveling expenses necessarily incurred 
in the attendance upon the business of said Board. It shall be the 
duty of the secretary of said Board to keep a record of all appli- 
cations for certificates, and such record shall contain all the facts 
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set forth in such application, including the action of the Board 
thereon, and shall execute all orders of said Board, and the secre- 
tary shall have for such service the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250) per annum to be paid from the funds of said Board, 
and said Board may employ a clerk and fix his salary at not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. 

It shall be the dnty of the treasurer of said Board to pay quar- 
terly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State, 
which moneys shall be credited to a separate and permanent fund 
for medical registration and examination, which is hereby created. 
All moneys so paid to the Treasurer of State shall remain and be 
a separate and permanent fund for the maintenance of the said 
Board of Registration and Examination. The said Board shall, by 
its president and secretary, from time to time, certify to the Au- 
ditor of State the necessary expenses incurred by the said Board, 
including salaries and per diem of the members, and the Auditor 
shall issue his warrant for the same, which shall be paid out of the 
fund so established for the maintenance of the said Board : Pro- 
vided, That no order shall be drawn by any State official on any 
fund other than the above-named fund for any salaries of the 
Board incident to the administration of this act. 

The treasurer and secretary of said Board shall each give bond 
in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), with sureties to be 
approved by the Governor, which bonds shall be filed with the Au- 
ditor of State. The members of the State Board of Medical Reg- 
istration and Examination are authorized to administer oaths in 
matters relating to the discharge of their official duties. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination is charged with 
the duty of enforcing this act, and it shall be the duty of the 
prosecuting attorney, upon the complaint of the Board, to prose- 
cute any violation of this act • 

It shall also be the duty of the grand jury of the proper county 
to investigate, all violations of this act and return indictments 
therefor in proper cases, and it shall be the duty of the prosecuting 
attorney to prosecute violations of this act by information when- 
ever a proper affidavit is filed by any one, as in other cases of vio- 
lations of the law ; or to prosecute offenders before the justice of 
the peace in proper cases. 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall, 



from time to time, establish and record, in a record kept by them 
for that purpose, a schedule of the minimum requirements which 
must be complied with by applicants for examination for license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics, before they shall be 
entitled to receive such license. The said Board shall klso, in like 
manner, establish and cause to be recorded in such record a sched- 
ule of the minimum requirements and rules for the recognition of 
medical colleges, so as to keep these requirements up to the aver- 
age standard of medical education in other States. After the year 
1897 no change shall be made in such schedules of requirements in 
any year after the month of January of each year, nor shall any 
change be made to have any retroactive effect, or that shall affect 
students theretofore matriculated. Such record shall be at all 
times open to examination by the public, and the said schedules 
of requirements, after they have been established and recorded, 
and all changes made therein, shall be printed in circular form, and 
mailed to all medical colleges in the Sta^g, and shall also be fur- 
nished to any person upon application. Said Board shall not, in 
the establishment of the aforesaid schedule of requirements, dis- 
criminate for or against any school or system of medicine, nor shall 
it prescribe what system or systems or schools of medicine shall 
be taught in any of the colleges, universities or other educational 
institutions of the State. 

It shall have power to make and establish all necessary rules and 
regulations for the reciprocal recognition of certificates issued by 
other States, and to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclusions by 
other States of graduates in medicine from this State who have 
fulfilled its requirements. When an application for a certificate is 
made, and a diploma submitted, as herein provided, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to determine, upon the evidence presented, whether such diploma 
rightfully belopgs to and was issued to the person making applica- 
tion for a certificate, and whether the medical college that issued 
the diploma maintains a standard of medical education confori. ing 
to that fixed by the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination, and whether the ap])lication otherwise complies \ nth 
the rules of the Board. 

If these facts are shown by competent evidence, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
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to issue a cMjrtifionte, signed by ita President and Secretary, and 
under its official aeaJ, stating that the person applying fi>r such oer* 
tificate and possessing such diploma is entitled to a license to prac- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana : Pro- j 
vided, Said application shall be filed prior to January 1, 1905: 
And provided, further, Said applicant shall have, prior to January ] 
1, 1901, matriculated in a reputable medical college in Indiana, { 
maintaining a standard of medical cdncatioii conforming to that ■ 
fixed by said Board, and shall have graduated from said college 
and received his diploma therefrom prior to January 1, 1905. 
Except, as last above provided, no certificate shall he issued to any 
person whomsoever until he shall have satisfied the said Board that . 
he has graduated at a reputable medical college as in this section 
set forth, maintaining a standard of medical education as above 1 
prescribed, and shall have [jasscd before said ISoard a satisfactory j 
examination as to his qualifications to practice medicine, ■ 
and obstetrics. Such awajnination shall be had iipon payment of J 
the same fees and upon the same terms and conditions as are pre 
vided in section 1 of said act, approved March 8, 1897, but t 
applicant shall have the right to designate, in writing, at the tii 
he files his application, the member of the Board who shall eon^ t 
duct his first examination in materia medica, therapeutics, theory 
and practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynecology. 

Tiie Board at its discretion may authorize the Secretary to iseue ' 
a temporary permit to an applicant for the interim from date o£ j 
application until the next regular meeting of the Board. The State ' 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall have the-'l 
right to review the evidence upon whicli a licenae has been ob- j 
tained, and if it shall lie found that a license has been obtained by J 
fraud or misrepresentation, the Board may revoke such licenaet. f 
The Board ['nst.y] refuse to grant a certificate to any person guilty ■ 
of felony or gross immorality, or addicted to the use of liquor 0*1 
drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit to practice medlrl 
icine or surgery. 

If any person holding a license under the provisions of this s 
shall be guilty of any of the above enumerated acts or shall hard''] 
prncnred a certificate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, sai^H 
Board may, after notice and hearing, revoke any license which haj 
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heretofore been or may hereafter be issued to him, together with 
the certificate upon which such license has been or may be issued. 
A specific written charge, verified by affidavit, must be presented 
to the Board, making definite and specific charges of such facts 
against the holder of such license. The Board shall thereupon fix 
a time and place for the hearing of such charges, at which the 
person charged may appear and defend against the same. A copy 
of such charges, together with a notice of the time and place fixed 
for the hearing, shall be served upon the person so charged at least 
twenty (20) days before the time set for the hearing of the same. 
If, after such hearing, the Board revokes such certificate and 
license, such order shall be by said Board entered upon its record. 
A copy of such order of revocation, certified by the Secretary of 
such Board, shall be by it at once delivered to the clerk of the 
Circuit Court of the county in which such license was issued, and 
such clerk shall record the same upon the margin of the record of 
such license. If the Board shall refuse to grant a certificate for 
any of the reasons above stated, it shall enter such refusal upon its 
record, together with a statement of the grounds for such refusal. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the Board to the Cir- 
cuit or Superior Court of the county in which such license was is- 
sued in case of revocation, and to the county where the applicant 
lives in ease of a refusal of a certificate, upon the licensee or ap- 
plicant filing with the clerk of such court, within thirty days from 
the entering of such order of revocaftion or refusal by said Board, a 
good and sufficient bond in the sum of two hundred dollars ($200), 
to be approved by said clerk, to secure the payment of costs of 
such appeal, should the appeal be determined against him. It 
.shall thereupon be the duty of such clerk to notify the said Board 
of the filing of such bond, and said Board shall thereupon forward 
to said clerk the charges, together with a copy of the order of re- 
vocation, where there has been a revocation, or the application for 
a certificate and a copy of the order of refusal where there has 
been a refusal to grant a certificate. The clerk of said court shall 
thereupon docket the same as a cause pending in said court. Said 
verified charges shall be treated as a complaint. The accused may 
plead to said charges and issues may be formed thereon as in any 
civil case, and the same shall thereupon be tried by the judge of 
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the Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the prosecuting attor- 
ney of the circuit to which said county belongs to appear in such 
case and represent the Board. The only finding and judgment in 
such cases shall be "guilty" or "not guilty," the same to be ren- 
dered separately as to each of the charges. If the finding and judg- 
ment of the court be "not guilty" as to each of said charges, the 
same shall be by the clerk of said court certified to said Board, and 
it shall thereupon make an order setting aside its order of revoca- 
tion, and forward to the clerk of said court a certified copy there- 
of, which shall be entered upon the margin of the record of said 
license. If judgment of guilty of any of said charges be awarded 
in said case, the costs of such proceedings shall be recovered of the 
accused and a fee of ten dollars ($10) shall be taxed therein in 
favor of the prosecuting attorney, and the order of revocation 
made by said Board shall be and remain in effect. During the 
pendency of such api)eal the accused shall not be entitled to prac- 
tice by virtue of such license. Where the appeal is from a refusal 
to grant a certificate, the same shall be heard upon the application 
and certified copy of the order of refusal without any other issues ; 
the same to be tried by the judge of said court, who shall, upon his 
finding, enter a judgment that the license shall or shall not be 
issued as the facts may require, and upon such order the clerk of 
such court shall issue the proper license showing therein the au- 
thority by which it is issued, and shall report the same to the State 
Board. The prosecuting attorney shall represent the Board in 
such appeal, and if the court shall refuse the license judgment shall 
be entered against the applicant for costs, including ten dollars 
($10) fee for the prosecuting attorney. Appeals from the judg- 
ment of said court may bo prosecuted to the Supreme Court as in 
other civil cases, either by said Board in its own name or by the 
applicant or holder of such license or certificate, where the judg- 
ment may be against him. No fees other than the fees of its own 
witnesses shall be taxed against said Board in any event AVhere 
the applicant shall appeal from a I'efusal to grant a certificate, the 
cause shall be docketed in the name of the applicant against the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination. Where 
the license or certificate shall have been revoked, the cause shall 
be entitled The State Board of Medical Registration and Examina-

tion against A B (the holder of the license). (As amended March

Sec. 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding March 8, 1897, 
and desiring to continue the same, shall on or before July 11, 1899, 
make application to the State Board of Medical Kegistration and 
Examination by submitting an affidavit, fully attested, giving the 
name, age, residence, the length of time during which, and the 
place or places at which the applicant has been engaged in such 
practice, and the special education, if any, which the applicant has 
received for such practice. Such application shall be accompanied 
by the affidavits of two freeholders, duly attested, that the appli- 
cant is known to them as the person applying for a certificate to 
practice midwifery, and that such applicant has been engaged in 
the active practice of midwifery, giving the location or locations 
of such practice for the last ten (10) years previous to the passage 
of this act Upon such application and the payment of one dollar 
($1) the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
shall issue to the applicant a certificate which shall, when presented 
to the county clerk, entitle the holder to a license to practice mid- 
wifery in this State. All persons desiring to enter upon the prac- 
tice of midwifery in this State after this law goes into effect shall 
present to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion their diplomas, duly attested, and procured from an obstetrical 
school of such standing as shall be recognized and determined by 
the Board. Such applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of five 
dollars ($5) at the time of making such application ; or such appli- 
cant shall submit to an examination in midwifery as the Board 
shall require, and pay a fee of ten dollars ($10). Such evidence 
of qualification being satisfactory to the Board it shall issue a cer- 
tificate entitling the holder to a license from the clerk of the county 
in which the applicant resides, which license shall entitle the holder 
to practice midwifery in this State. The license thus issued shall 
conform to all requirements of registration imposed upon physi- 
cians' licenses in section two of this act and shall be subject to rev- 
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oca.tiou for the same caiise as provided in section five in case of 
license to physicians. (As amended March 3, 189!), Acta 1899, 
p. 252.) ■ 

Sec. 7. Nothing in this act shall he (so) construed as to dis- 
criminate against any school or system of medicine, or to prohibit 
gratiiitona service in cases of emergency, or to the administration 
of family remedies. This act shall not a]>ply to any commissioned 
oiEcer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine. Hospital serr- 
iee in the discharge of his official duties; nor to any physician or 
surgeon who is legally qualified to. practice in the State or Terri- 
tory in which he resides, when in actual consultation with a legal 
practitioner of this State ; nor to any pliysieian or surajeon residing 
on the horder of a neighlioring State and duly authorized to prac- 
tice under the laws thereof, whose practice extends into the limits 
of this State: Provided, that such practitioner shall not open an 
office or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls within the 
limits of this State. This net shall not be construed to prevent 
medical students from practicing medicine and siii^ry under the 
immediate and direct supervision of a licensed physician for a lim- 
ited period of two years: Provided, however, That the said stu- 
dent had not practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics prior to the 
passage of this act; in the event the amount of time said student 
has practiced medicine, suig;ery or obstetrics shall be deducted 
from the said two years herein mentioned ; and in no event shall 
the said student open an ofiice or offer to engage in the practice of 
Tnedieine, surgery or obstetrics. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall subject the offender to a fine of 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred 
dollars ($200). (As amended March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 253.) 

Sec 8. To open an office for such purpose or to announce to 
the public in any way, a readiness to practice medicine in any 
county of the State or to prescribe for. or to give surgical assist- 
ance to, or to heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or 
relieve those suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of 
mind or body, or to advertise, or to announce to the public in any 
manner a readiness or ability to heal, cure or relieve those who 
may be suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or 
body, shall be to engage in the practice of medicine within the 
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meaning of this act : Provided, That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to apply to or limit in any manner the manufacture or 
sale of proprietary medicines. It shall also be regarded as practic- 
ing medicine within the meaning of this act, if any one shall use 
in connection with his or her name the words or letters "Dr.," 
"Doctor,'' "Professor," "M. D.," or "Healer," or any other title, 
word, letter or designation intending to imply or designate him or 
her as a practitioner of medicine or surgery in any of its branches : 
Provided, That this act shall not be construed to apply to nonitin- 
erant opticians who are at this time engaged in, or who may here- 
after engage in the practice of optometry in this State, nor to pro- 
fessional or other nurses. In charging any person in an affidavit, 
information or indictment with a violation of this law by practic- 
ing medicine, surgery or obstetrics without license, it shall be suf- 
ficient to charge that he did, upon a certain day and in a certain 
county, engage in the practice of medicine, he not having any li- 
cense to so do, without averring any further or more particular 
facts concerning the same. (As amended March 11, 1901.) 

Sec. 9. Any person who shall practice medicine, surgery or 
obstetrics in this State without having a license duly issued as here- 
inbefore provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined not less than twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200). 

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and also an act entitled "An act regulating 
the practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the 
issuing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and 
providing penalties," approved April 11, 1885, and all amend- 
ments thereto be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Additional Section 3. Three thousand (3,000) copies of the 
annual report of the Board to the Governor shall be printed in the 
same manner as the report of the State Board of Health ; and the 
printing and stationery of the Board shall be paid out of the print- 
ing fund. (Added in 1899 and amended March 11, 1901.) 

Additional Sec. 4. The said Board may grant limited certifi- 
cates which shall authorize the proper clerk to issue to the holder 
thereof a license to practice osteopathy only. Such certificate 
shall be issued on the same terms and conditions as others, except 
that the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an exami- 



nation in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he 
presents a diploma he reqiiired to conform to the standard fixed 
by said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such col- 
lege shall so conform in all other branches of inatnietion. Such 
license shall not authorize the holder thereof to administer or pre- 
scribe or use on one other than himself any drugs or raediciDes, 
and any such administration, prescription or use of any drug or 
. medicine by the person holding such limited license shall be prac- 
ticing medicine without a license, and such person shall be pun- 
ished therefor as others are punished for practicing medicine with- 
out a license : Provided, further, That any person now holding 
a diploma issued from any college of osteopathy in the United 
States, and [who] is [now] a resident of tiie State of Indiana, 
shall bo granted a certifieati^ and license to practice osteopathy 
upon presenting his diploma to said Board and clerk and paying 
the fee required by this act.

Provided, That any osteopathist now practicing in and a resident 
of the State of Indiana, and holding a diploma from a reputable 
college of osteopathy, as determined by the State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination, shall be eligible to an examination 
on proper application to the said Board, and should he pass this 
examination, that he shall be granted a certificate for a license 
forthwith to practice osteopathy in the State of Indiana.

ATTORNEYS' REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1905* 



March 15, 1906. 

To the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination: 

Gentlemen — We beg to submit the following report for the 
year 1905: 

We have personally conducted or assisted in the trial and se- 
cured convictions for practicing medicine without a license of the 
following cases, viz. : 

State V. Edward Crow, State v. Weaver A. Rush, State v. Ban- 
croft, State V. Hedger (the latter two being on the staff of Cooper, 
the patent medicine man). State v. Leslie Beaven, State v. Ste- 
phen D. Specs, State v. William H. Kluge. 

In addition to these cases wa have been consulted by doctors 
and prosecuting attorneys from all parts of the State in regard to 
what constitutes a violation of the State Medical Law and the 
method of procedure to be followed in bringing the violators of the 
law to justice, and have in each instance furnished advice and 
usually forms for affidavits and information, and various other 
convictions have been obtained. 

Two suits have been brought against the Board seeking to en- 
join it from revoking the license of physicians who were charged 
with producing criminal abortions. 

One of the suits was decided by the Delaware Circuit Court in 
favor of the Board. The other suit is now pending in the Circuit 
Court of Marion County and in the Supreme Court of the State 
on the appeal by the Board from the ruling sustaining temporary 
injunction. 

The case of John R. Foster v. The Board, seeking to enjoin the 
Board from enforcing sections 2 and 3 of the rules adopted by 
the Board and known as the rules of "Minimum Requirements 
for Medical Colleges to be Accounted in Good Standing," has been 
decided in favor of the Board, the court holding that the regula- 
tions were reasonable and within the power of the Board,

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Other cases are still pending in Vigo, Bartholomew, Marion, 
Fayette and other counties. 

Charges have been filed against the following parties, and their 
certificates of license revoked, viz. :

PROSECUTIONS. 



To open an office for such purpose or to announce to the public 
in any way a readiness to practice medicine in any county of the 
State, or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assistance to, or to 
heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or relieve, those 
suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or body, or 
to advertise, or to annoimce to the public in any manner a readiness 
or ability to heal, cure or relieve, those who may be suffering from 
injury or deformity or disease of mind or body shall be to engage 
in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this act: Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to or 
limit in any maimer the manufacture or sale of proprietary medi- 
cines. It shall also be regarded as practicing medicine within 
the meaning of this act if any one shall use in connection with his 
or her name the words or letters "Dr.," "Doctor," "Professor," 
"M. D.," or "Healer," or any other title, word, letter or designa- 
tion intending to imply or designate him or her as a practitioner 
of medicine or surgery in any of its branches: Provided, That 
this act shall not be construed to apply to nonitinerant opticians 
who. are at this time engaged in, or who may hereafter engage in 
the practice of optometry in this State, nor to professional or other 
nurses. 

One who does any of the above acts without a license is guilty 
of practicing medicine without a license, and on conviction shall 
be fined not less than $25 nor more than $200. 

The offense of practicing medicine without a license is a mis- 
demeanor and may be prosecuted either by indictment or by af- 
fidavit and information. The latter method is the quicker and 
surer. 

For the latter method the proper course of. procedure is : 

1. Ascertain from county clerk or secretary of the Medical Board 

whether the accused has a license to practice medicine. 

2. Get statements, signed in writing if possible, showing — 

a. Who made first arrangement with accused. What that 
was and when made.

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b. The name of the patient and the character of the dis- 

ease treated. 

c. What examination and diagnosis was made. When and 

where and who present 

d. What treatment prescribed or given. When and where 

and who present. 

e. How long the treatment continued. 

f. What was the result. 

g. What was the compensation and by whom paid. 

h. What the accused said on first visits on second visit, on 

third visit, etc. 
i. Any other general information concerning the conduct of 

the case, 
j. Copy of any advertisement, 
k. A copy of any sign. 
1. Gtet original presariptions and any medicine given if 

possible, 
m. Examine records for birth or death returns. 
The many cases from all parts of the State make it impossible 
for the Board or its attorneys to look ijp the evidence, and it must 
necessarily depend on the parties locally interested to do this part 
of the work. 

3. Fill out the blanks in the following affidavit, sign and swear 
to same before a notary public :

It is the duty of the county prosecutor to prosecute the case. 
Lend him your assistance by furnishing statements of evidence 
and in any other way in your power. 

If you or the prosecutor will communicate with the Board, its 
attorneys will render any assistance in their power. If you pre- 
fer and will send to the Board the statement of facts called for at 
No. 2 or so much thereof as you are able to get, the Board will 
make out the affidavit and cause the prosecution to be begun if 
there appears to be good grounds therefor.

RULES OF THE BOARD. 



The following question to the Attorney-General was submitted : 

Question : "Inasmuch as the law defines the practice of medi- 
cine to be, ^To open an- office for such purpose, or to announce to 
the public a rieadiness to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
in any county in the State, or to prescribe for or to give surgical 
assistan.ce to those suffering from disease, injury or deformity, 
should be to engage in the practice of medicine, etc.,' and as the 
law requires in case of change of residence from one county to 
another in the same State, that the holder of a license shall obtain 
a new license in the county where he proposes to reside by filing 
with the clerk the license obtained by him in the county where, he 
last resided, when the clerk shall issue to him a new license, does 
it not follow that a legal practitioner can have but one professional 
residence or home, and that to open an office in a county, or to 
announce a readiness to practice in a county where he has no li- 
cense, would be a violation of the law ?" 

The Attomey-Greneral's answer was as follows : 

"I think a licensed physician has a right to practice anywhere 
in the State. He can have but one residence at which he is re- 
quired to take out a license, but I see no reason in the law why he 
could not maintain any number of offices if he feels so disposed. 
It is not where he maintains his office that he is required to take 
out his license, but where his residence is, and it might well be 
that a physician should prefer to live in one county and yet have 
his office in another." 

Rule 6. June 10 the Board ruled that all persons making com- 
plaints against applicants before the Board be required to be spe- 
cific, giving full circumstances, dates, names and addresses of wit- 
nesses who can testify to particular allegations, and that affidavits 
be made to all charges forwarded to this office, or the Board can 
give the matter no consideration. 

June 29, 1897, the Attorney-General furnished to the Board 
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his definition of a "good, moral character," as presfribed by the 

law, ag follows: 

State Board of Medical Beglstratloii and ETxamI nation, State House: 

Gentlemen— In answer to your Inquiry as to what constitutes a good 
moral clinracter, In view of the duty Imposed upon the Board to refuse a 
certificate to any person guilty of gross iramorallty, I have to say that to 
all Intents and purposes a man's character nud reputation are identical, 
because while one depends upon himself and the other Is what others 
think of him, for nil practical purposes hla character la the opinion which 
others hiive drawn from his actions. 

Gross immorality may be defined as any serious breach of moral duty. 
Moral character is such character as is "in accord with, or controlled by, 
the rules oC right conduct," If acta are charged against an applicant for 
a certificate, which, in the opinion of tlie Board, are not in accordance 
with the commonly accepted rules of right conduct. It la undoubtedly the 
duty of the Board to refuse a certificate. If it believes that the applicant 
has been guilty of the acts with which he is charged. 

As to the question of what acta constitute gross immorality, it la im- 
possible to give ft full and clear deflnltlon, and each ease must be left to 
the conscience of the Board. 

The Board has prescrilieil a form of affidavit to be made by two free- 
holders, as to the character of applicants. This affidavit, when made, is 
by no means controlling, as, if specidc charges are made against any 
applicant. It is the duty of the Board to investigate them, and, upon 
investigation, it must refuse license If the charges are sustained, notwith- 
standing the fact that a false affldsvlt has been filed.

Rule 12. The following was adopted as a rule of the Board: 
That in oases where the applicant makes claim that his diploma 
has bee^n lost in any way, that such applicant be required to fur- 
nish satisfactory evidence of his graduation by proctiring and pre- 
senting to the Board' a certificate from the secretary of the medi- 
cal college from which he obtained his degree, certifying to the 
fact of his graduation, giving date of the same and bearing the seal 
of the college. 

Rule 16. That the secretary of the County Medical Society of 
each county of the State having such officer, and some reputable 
and legally qualified physician in other counties where Bueh officer 
is not found, be requeatad to send to this office the name of every 
person who is now or may hereaftOT engage in the practice of 
medicine in his respective county without having procured a cetr 
tificate of qualification from this Board as provided by law; and 
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that he send therewith a verified charge of such violation, together 
with the names of one or more persons who have been treated by 
such illegal practitioners* 

Rule 58. Inasmuch as the law contemplates that a residence 
in this State is essential to eligibility to registration under the 
medical act of the State to practice medicine, surgery and obstet- 
rics therein, 

Resolved, That on and after this date (December 14, 1899), all 
applicants for registration, under the medical act now in force, not 
having a legal residence in Indiana, will be required to acquire a 
residence by sojourning in the State six months after making such 
application, before such applicant can become eligible to registra- 
tion: Provided, That such person, being otherwise entitled to 
registration and having paid the fee of such registration, may be 
permitted to practice by special permit, until the expiration of the 
said period of six months. 

Rule 60. It will be necessary that specific charges be made in 
order that this Board may be able to take effective action. Gross 
immorality, habitual drunkenness, the drug habit, obtaining cer- 
tificate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, are reasons con- 
templated in the law necessary to revoke, or refusal to grant li- 
cense. All persons making complaints against applicants before 
this Board must be notified that when complaints are filed they 
must be specific, giving full circumstances, dates, and witnesses 
that will swear to the same, with the postoffice address of each, and 
make affidavit to the same, and forward at once to this office, or 
this Board can give the matter no consideration. 

Whereas, The statute regulating the practice of medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics, as amended, requires an examination of ap- 
plicants for registration ; 

Resolved, That on and after the passage of said amendments, 
such applicant shall deposit examination fee with application, 
which will entitle him, without further charge, to a temporary per- 
mit to practice until the next regular meeting of the Board : Pro- 
vided, That those whom the law exempts from examination shall 
deposit the fee required by law for registration of diploma. 

Inasmiflch as the law regulating the practice of medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics in Indiana was, in 1901, so amended as to exempt 
from examination applicants for registration to practice osteop- 



atliy who were, on March 11, 1901, residents of this State and 
possessed of diplomas from any osteopathic college in the United 
States; thprefore, in order to establish what constitutes stioh 
college, 

Kesolved, That the diplomas of sneh applicants muat have been 
issued by institutions possessing equipment and a cumenlum equal 
to that fixed by the Associated Colleges of Osteopathy, as set forth 
by its constitution in 1S98. 

"Whereas, By the amendments of 1901 to tlie medical act, the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination may grant 
limited certificates which will authorize the proper clerk to issue 
a license to practice osteopathy only ; and, 

Whereas, It is provided by the law that "such certificate shall be 
issued on tlie same terms and conditions as others, except that the 
applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an examination 
in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he presents a 
diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed by said 
Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such college shall '■ 
so conform in all other branches of instruction;" therefore, 

Itesolved, That all applicants for r^atration to practice os- 
teopathy in tlie State of Indiana and the college from which they 
procured their diplomas must comply with the schedule of mini- 
mum requirements in force- at the time of application except in so 
far as pertains to materia medica ; 

Resolved, That hereafter when an applicant from another State , 
applies for examination before the Board, the same be granted 
under the same rules and requirements as resident applicants, and 
should he pass with the required per cent., certificate may he is- 
sued by the secretary when applicant makes his affidavit of resi- 
dence within this State. 

Applicants for examination must be in attendance at the be- 
ginning and continue until the close of the examination. No ex- 
cuse for nonattendanee will be accepted by the Board, except 
death or serious illness in the immeiliate family of the applicant, 
a sworn statement of which must be made to the satisfaction of the j 
Board. 

On and after July, 1902, no person taking the second exami- 
nation and failing to pass will be granted an extension of tem- 
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porary permit. The applicant may, however, apply for and take 
a subsequent examination by paying the regular fee. 

Resolved, That on and after July 10, 1902, every applicant for 
examination be required to present for filing with his application 
a recent photograph of himself, on the reverse of which he shall 
have written his name. Said signature must have been witnessed 
by a notary public or other like official, certifying to his identity 
as the original of the photograph. 

Photograph must be unmounted and the following statement 
should be copied (not pasted) on the back:

county and State, that this is his photograph and signature, writ- 
ten in my presence, that he is the original of said photograph, 
and is an applicant for examination before Indiana Board of Med- 
ical Registration and Examination. 

Resolved, That the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination will consider for indorsement certificates of entrance 
qualifications issued to students entering recognized medical col- 
leges of Indiana, if presented to said Board in due form. 

Resolved, That each recognized medical college in the State be 
invited to designate a member of its faculty to meet with the State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination at the English 
Hotel, Indianapolis, on October 21, 1902, at 8 p. m., for the pur- 
pose of considering the question of entrance qualifications of stu- 
dents in the medical colleges of the State, the method of deter- 
mining such qualifications and of the official endorsement of cer- 
tificates of said qualifications by the State Board. 

On motion, Dr. Spurgeon was instructed to notify all medical 
colleges of the State that the Board would undertake to furnish 
certificates of qualification to all matriculants desiring same, pro- 
vided that students shall appear before the authorized examiner 
of the Board, and at such time and place as said examiner may 
indicate, and make passing grade in such branches as will here- 
after be agreed upon. Pee for examination and certificate shall 
be two dollars ($2). 
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Resolved, That graduates of osteopatliic colleges in good stand- 
ing, who matriculated, therein prior to March 11, 1901, and who 
have, in all other respects, complied with the requirements of this

Dear Sir— Replying to your iuqiiiry of the 23d: Under the r-rovl- 
slons of the act of the General Assembly of 1899 an applicant for a 
certificate to practice medicine and surgery in this State, who desires j 
to secure the same upon a diploma, shall pay to tlie Board the stuB (rf.J 
ten dollars at the lime of making such application. If be desires to bqj 
examined by your Board, he paya at the time of his application) tt^^ 
sum of twenty-five dollars. 

It 1b further provided that the payment of said sura of twenty-Jlvd^-j 
dollars Bhalt entitle him to a re- examination In cage of failure at the flrst! j 
or any subsequent examination. 

These are all the fees that are provided for to be paid 1 
Board by applicants for certificates. It is further provided by Sect 
2 of said act, that it is the duty of the treasurer of said Board to t 
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quarterly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State. 
There is no provision in the law for the return of either of these appli- 
cation fees. 

Therefore, when a person makes application and pays the ten or 
twenty-five dollar fee, as the case may be, into the treasury of your 
Board, it becomes the property of the State, and should be turned into 
the State treasury. You have no authority to divert it from the channel 
prescribed by the statute, and you have no authority to return any 
portion of either ot said fees after it has been so received. 

You have no discretion over this fund, but must turn it into the 
State treasury, as prescribed by law, and you can not draw it out, 
except for the purposes prescribed in the statute.

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REQUIBBMEINTS FOR MEDICAL OOLLBQES. 

After Jainiary, 1906, only such medical colleges shall be com 
sidered in good standing by the Indiana State Board of Medics 
Registration and Examination as have: 

(1) Complied with the requirementfl of this Board heretofoM 
in force. 

(2) And that possess an adequate and competent faculty f(H 
teaching medicine, surgery and obstetrics in all their branches. 

(3) And that afford their students adequate clinical and hoe 
pital facilities. 

(4) And that embrace in their curriculum anatomy, phyf 
ology, chemistry, materia niedica, therapeutics, medicine, s 
obstetrics, gynecology, histology, pathology, pediatrics, bactericu 
ogy, ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, rhinology, dermatolof 
physical diagnosis, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

(5) And that require attendance upon at least eighty (80) j 
cent, of earh course of instruction. 
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(6) And that give four graded courses of instruction in sep- 
arate calendar years, the aggregate of which amounts to at least 
120 weeks of at least 36 hours each; and at least 42 months must 
have elapsed between the student's matriculation and his grad- 
uation. 

(7) And that require an average grade in each course of in- 
struction of at least 75 per cent, in examinations as a condition 
of graduation. 

(8) And that fulfill all their published promises, require- 
ments and claims respecting advanta/^es to their students and 
courses of instruction. 

(9) All medical colleges in good standing with the Indiana 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall pub- 
lish annually a catalogue showing the number of matriculants, and 
the date of their matriculation; and also a separate list of all 
graduates of the session or year next preceding: Provided, That 
all rules in conflict with the above are hereby repealed. 

Note 1. Credentials of applicants for entrance to medical col- 
leges may be inspected the third Tuesday in August of each year. 
All credentials for inspection must be sent to room 120, State 
House, Indianapolis, Indiana, not later than the above date. 

Note 2. The preliminary examination for those desiring to en- 
ter mediQal college will be given in room 120, State House, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, the first Tuesday in September of each year. 
This examination is given for the accommodation of those who do 
not possess the documentary evidence of preliminary education 
herein set forth. 

Note. 3. Those desiring to take this examination must notify 
the secretary of the Board not later than September Ist. 

Note 4. The State Board will, if requested, inspect the creden- 
tials of applicants for matriculation and issue certificates of en- 
trance qualifications to such as furnish the documentary evidence 
of the required education. 

Note 6. (a) A diploma or certificate required by rule of this 
Board must be a formal and regularly conferred document author- 
ized by law and issued under the authority of a legally chartered 
and recognized high school, academy, normal school, college or uni- 
versity, or by a State Board of Education, a State Board of Med- 
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ical Examiners or a Board of Preliminary Examiners, and such 
diplomas or certificates must fulfill the minimum reqi>irements of 
preliminary education as herein set forth. 

(b) Informal certificates issued by principals or other officials 
of high schools, collegiate institutes and private educational insti- 
tutions which are not authorized by law are not recognized by the 
Board as fulfilling the requirements of the rule relating to the 
legal requirements of preliminary education.

HOW TO OBTAIN A LICENSE TO PRACTICE MEDICINE 

^ IN INDIANA. 



[Circular Letter of Information.] 

All applicants must be bona fide residents of the State and 
county six months before permanent certificates can be issued. 

Every applicant must procure the necessary blank from his 
county clerk or from the secretary of the Board, fill it out fully 
and correctly and make affidavit to the same before some officer 
authorized to administer oaths, also have two freeholders, resi- 
dents of the same county in which applicant resides, make affi- 
davit to the moral character and to the personal identity of the 
applicant as the person mentioned in the diploma. The applica- 
tion blank when properly filled, together with the diploma and fee, 
must be sent by express or registered mail to the State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination. 

An examination is required of all candidates. The subjects for 
examination are anatomy, including histology and embryology; 
general surgery, materia medica and therapeutics, medicine, ob- 
stetrics, pathology and bacteriology, chemistry, etiology and 
hygiene, physiology, neurology, gynecology, rhinology and laryn- 
gology, medical jurisprudence, physical diagnosis, ophthalmology 
and otology and pediatrics. 

An average of at least 75 per cent, shall be required from each 
candidate. 

The examination begins the fourth Tuesday in May and Oc- 
tober of each year, iat 8 a. m., and continues three days. All ap- 
plicants must be present from the beginning of the first examina- 
tion. Each applicant will have a desk or table assigned to him by 
number, and he will be expected to occupy that desk during the 
entire examination. 

Only graduates of reputable medical colleges are admitted to 
the examinations. Application for examination, accompanied by 
diploma and fee — $25.00 — should be on file in this office at least 
five days prior to the date for examination. Every applicant is 

(38) 
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required to send to the secretary of the Board, at least ten days 
before the date of examination, a reeent unmounted photograph 
of himself or herself. 

On the reverse side of this photograph the applicant must have 
written his or her name in the presence of some official authorized 
to administer oaths, who will certify under the said signature 
that the person whose name appears above is personally known to 
him to be the person shown in the said photograph, and that the 
signature was written in his presence. The seal of the official 
must appear upon the photograph. No applicant will be admit- 
ted to the examination who has not complied with this rule in 
every respects 

Any applicant who desires to be examined in a foreign lan- 
guage should notify the secretary of the Board of the fact at least 
two weeks before the examination, and forward with the said in- 
formation the translation fee of $15.00. 

Temporary permits to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
until one month after the next regular meeting of the Board are 
issued on request, when the application is complete and satis- 
factory, diploma recognized and fee paid in full. No permits 
are granted during the month preceding examination. 

Upon receipt of permanent certificate by the applicant he shall, 
upon the presentation of the same to the clerk of the county in 
which he resides, receive a license to practice medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics within the State of Indiana. This license entitles 
the holder to practice in the State so long as he maintains his resi- 
dence in the county in which license was issued. In case of 
change of residence from one county to another within this State, 
the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in 
the county where he proposes to reside, by filing with the county 
clerk the license obtained by him in the county in which he last 
resided, and the clerk shall issue to him a new license. Do not 
take out new license unless permanent change of residence is made. 

No person is qualified to practice medicine, surgery, obstetrics 
or the healing art in any form, within the State of Indiana, who 
has not first procured a license or temporary permit to do so under 
the acts of 1897, 1899 or 1901. Do not fail to register permanent 
certificate with county clerk as soon as received. 
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Those who deeire to apply for license to practice midwifery 
must follow the same rules as above. 

The regular examinations of the Board are held the fourth 
Tuesday in May and October of each year. 

THE RULES GOVERNING THE ISSUING OF CERTIFICATES BY 

RECIPROCITY ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

First. The applicant must cause to be filled fully and cor- 
rectly the oiRcial application blank of the State where registration 
and license are sought. 

Second. The applicant must furnish certificate that he has 
been in reputable practice in the State from which he comes, for 
at least one year immediately preceding the application. 

Third. The above certificate must bear the signatures of the 
president and secretary of the county, State or national medical 
society of the school or system of practice to* which the applicant 
belongs and the seal of said society must be affixed. 

Note. — Other evidence than the above will not be accepted. 

Fourth. The applicant must be the legal possessor of a diploma 
issued by a medical college recognized as in good standing by the 
Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Examination.

SUMMARY OF LAWS AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 

PRACTICE OF MEDICINE IN THE UNITED 

STATES AND ELSEWHERE* 



NOTE. 

Tlie requirements as set forth herein are substantially correct, 
at the present date (March, 1906), There has been no attempt 
made to furnish a complete digest of the several laws and regula- 
tions, but rather to give the essential facts regarding the condi- 
tions of medical practice desired by the physician who wishes to 
locate in a State. Information concerning the fees for examina- 
tion and license, and the time and place of examinations, has been 
purposely omitted. Further information can be furnished by the 
respective secretaries, whose names and addresses are correctly 
given.* 

ALABAMA. 

Board. — The Medical Association of the State of Alabama constitutes 
the State Board of Health, and the county medical societies, in affiliation 
with the State Association, are the boards of health for their respective 
counties, and are under the general supervision and control of the State 
Board of Health. The Executive Officer of the State Board of Health, 
linown as the State Health Officer, is Dr. W. H. Sanders^ of Montgomery. 
He is also Chairman of the State Board of Examiners. 

Meetings. — An examination by a County Board can be had whenever 
applied for, and is usually held at the county seat. An examination by 
the State Board can be obtained any time between the first and sixth of 
any month by applying at the. office of the State Board of Health, Cap- 
itol Building, Montgomery. Persons desiring to appear before the State 
Board should give notice a few days in advance. 

Fees. — For examination, $10.00; for registration of certificate in the 
probate office, $1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — In order to obtain a certificate of quali- 
fication to practice medicine in Alabama, a successful examination miist 
be passed before some one of the authorized boards of examiners — the 
state or county boards. In order to appear before a County Board of 
Examiners, the applicant must present a diploma from a reputable medi- 
cal college; non-graduates can bo examined only by the State Board. • All 
examinations by County Boards are reviewed and reiwrted on by the

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State Board. Aitplicants belonging to different acbools of medicine are 
similBi'ly examiaed. 

Any applicant for Uccnsore must, according to fuleB prescrllied and 
etaudai:ds establlalied bj the Medical AsBoclatlon of tlie State of Ala- 
bama, be examined. In 'writing, In tbe following brancbes; Chemistt?, 
anatomy, physiologr, etiology, pathology, symptomatology, and dlaguoals 
of diseases: obstetrics and obstetrical operations; gynecology; minor and 
major surgery; physical diagnosis; hygiene, and medical jurisprudence. 
To avoid grounds on which scliools of medicine differ, materia medica and 
the administration of medicines are omitted. A final average of at least 
75 per cent, must be obtained. 

When an applicant states, in writing, tliHt he has neither studied nor 
proposes to practice major surgery, he will be exempted from esamiuatlon 
In that branch. HIa certificate of qualification, if obtained, will not en- 
title him to practice major surgery. 

An applicant rejected by a County Board can not obtain a second ex- 
amination by the same or any other County Board imtil after tbe lapse 
of twelve montlis. but he may forthwith appeal to the Sfato Board and 
obtain a new examination. An unsuccessful applicant, however, may ob- 
tain a second examination befoi'e either a County Board or the Slate 
Board after having attended another course of lectures of not less than 
sis months' duration in a reputable medical college. 

College Standard.^ — The State Medical Association determines the 
qaestlou of college standing. The law permits the State Board to examine 
any applicant irrespective of his college of graduation or whether he ever 
graduated at all. If the applicant la competent to pass the e.iamlnatlon 
held by tbe State Board, he will receive liis certilitate. This does not 
apply to County Boards. 

Ex emptions. — None. 

Reciprocity. — Not provided for by law. ^^^H 

Delinltlon of Act. — None given. ^^^^ 



ALASKA. 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiners of Alaska consists of six 
members, appointed by the Governor, serving two for one year, two for 
two years and two for three years. Members of Ihe Board must be grad- 
uates In medicine and legally qualified practitioners in the District of 
Alaska. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings of the Board are held in the City of 
Juneau, Alaska, on the flrst Tuesday of May and October of each year. 

Fees. — Registration fee, ?25.00; recording fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must produce satisfactory tes- 
timonials of good moral character and a diploma from a legally chartered 
medical college, the requirements of which shall have been in no partic- 
ular lees than those of the Association of American Medical Colleges at 
the time such diploma was gi'anted; or lie must produce satisfactory evi- 
dence of having possessed a licenee from some legally constituted InatltB- 
tlon which grants wedical and surgical licenses only npou actual examl- 
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nation or satisfactory evidence of having possessed such license. He must 
mal^e a sworn affidavit that he is the person named in the diploma or 
license and that said diploma or license was procured regularly by in- 
struction or examination without fraud or misrepresentation. 

Applicant must also pass an examination of ten questions each in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, toxicology, bacteriology, pathology, sur- 
gery, obstetrics, materia medica, therapeutics and theory and practice of 
medicine. Should applicant fail in the first examination he may be re- 
examined after not less than six months. If he fails in the second ex- 
amination he shall not thereafter be entitled to another examination in 
less than a year after the date of second examination. 

Upon successfully passing the examination a certificate is issued by 
tne Board, authorizing the holder to practice medicine and surgery in the 
District of Alaska. Certificate of registration must be recorded with the 
Olerlt of the United States District Court of the judicial division in which 
he resides. On change of residence certificate must be recorded 
in the judicial division into which change of residence is made. 
Failure to have certificate thus recorded before beginning the practice of 
medicine maltes the holder liable to a fine or imprisonment. 

College Standard. — Medical colleges recognized by the Board must 
hold requirements equal to those established by the Association of Ameri- 
can Medical Colleges. 

Examinations. — The provisions of the law do not apply to services 
Tendered in emergency or the domestic administration of family remedies, 
or to any commissioned medical officer of the United States Army, Navy 
or Marine Hospital Service in the discharge of his professional duties, 
nor to physicians from another State or Territory when in consultation 
with a legal practitioner of medicine and surgery of Alaska if the con- 
sulting physician is a legal practitioner in the State or Territory within 
which he resides. 

Reciprocity. — Upon the payment of the registration fee, $25.00, the 
Board may, at its discretion, accept without further examination a cer- 
tificate issued by the Examining Board of the District of Columbia or of 
any State or Territory of the United States; provided, however, that the 
legal requirements of such Examining Board shall have been at the time 
of issuing such certificate in no degree less than those of the District of 
Alaska at the time when such certificate shall be presented for registra- 
tion in Alaska, this to apply only to such Examining Boards which re- 
ciprocate with Alaska. 

Definition. — The following persons shall be deemed as practicing med- 
icine: (1) Those professing or holding themselves out to be doctors, physi- 
cians or surgeons; (2) those who for consideration prescribe medicine, mag- 
netism or electricity; (3) those employing surgical or medical means or ap- 
pliances; (4) those who for consideration assume the care of a woman in 
child labor. The doing of any of these acts is taken as prima facie evi- 
dence of an intent to practice medicine and surgery. 
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ARIZONA. 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiners of Arizona consists of Ave 
members, who are nominated and appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the consent of the legislative council. The term of office is five years. 
The board consists of three regulars, one homeopathic and one ecliectic. 
President, Dr. Charles H. Jones, Temple; Secretary, Dr. Ancil Martin, 
Phoenix. 

Meetings. — The Board meets on the firs.t Monday and Tuesday of 
January, April, July and October in Phoenix. 

Fees. — ^Etxamination, $10.00; license fee, $2.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, 
stating the name of the applicant, age, residence, name and location of 
the college whence his diploma issued, the length of time, if at all, he 
has practiced medicine, and where, giving specifically the places where he 
has practiced medicine, and the dates between which he practiced at each 
place, the particular school and department of medicine he practiced; all 
this information to be verified by oath. This application must be accom- 
panied by the diploma, or an authenticated copy, and the affidavits bt at 
least three or more residents of the county and state where the applicant 
formerly resided and practiced medicine, and a remittance of $2.00. 

This evidence being satisfactory, the applicant is entitled to exami- 
nation on presentation of the examination fee. The applicant has the 
privilege of being examined in the branches of the science and the prac- 
tice of medicine other than physiology, anatomy, pathology, chemistry, 
practice, surgery, obstetrics, and gynecology, by the member or members 
of the Board, if there be any, of the particular school of medicine specified 
in his diploma; and if this examination is satisfactory to the member or 
members conducting it, it will be approved by the Board and to the extent 
thereof be deemed to be to the Board's satisfaction. ^ 

College Standard. — The Board recognizes colleges lawfully organized 
in the State or Territory in which they are located. Possession of diploma 
does not exempt from examination. 

Exemption. — Those persons are exempt from examination who present 
a diploma and show a certificate of license granted under the laws of 
1897 or 1901, or who have practiced in Arizona for five successive years 
prior to the passage of this act. 

Reciprocity. — None, except as appears above. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who (a) by advertisement, or any no- 
tice, sign or other indication, or by any statement, printed, written or oral, 
in public or in private, made, done or procured by himself, or any other, 
at his request, for him, claims, announces, makes known, or pretends, 
his ability or willingness to diagnosticate or prognosticate any human dis- 
ease, ills, deformities, defects, wounds or injuries; (b) or who so adver- 
tises, or makes known, or claims, his ability and willingness to prescribe 
or administer any drug, medicine, treatment, method or practice or to 
perform any operation, manipulation, or apply any apparatus, or appli- 
ance, for cure, amelioration, correction, reduction, or modification of any 
human disease, ills, deformity, defect, wound or injury, for hire, fee, com- 
pensation or reward, promised, offered, expected, received or accepted,, 
directly or indirectly; (c) or who within this territory diagnosticates or 
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prognosticates any human disease, ills, deformities, defects, wounds or in- 
juries, for hire, fee, reward, or compensation, promised, offered, expected, 
received or accepted, directly or indirectly; (d) or who within this terri- 
tory prescribes or administers any drug, medicine or treatment, method 
of practice, or performs any operation, or manipulation, or applies any 
apparatus or appliance, for the cure, alleviation, amelioration, correction, 
reduction or modification of any human disease, ill, deformity, defect, 
wound or injury, for hire, fee, compensation or reward, promised, offered, 
expected, received or accepted, directly or indirectly; (e) or who acts as the 
agent of any person, firm or corporation in the practice of medicine as 
hereinbefore set forth; (f) except it be in the advertisement or practice 
of dentistry, midwifery or pharmacy, or in the usual business of opti- 
cians, or of vendors of medical or surgical instruments, apparatus and ap- 
pliances, is considered as practicing medicine and surgery within the 
meaning of this act. 



ARKANSAS. 

Boards. — The law provides for three separate boards — a regular, a 
homeopathic, and an eclectic. Each board consists of seven members, one 
from each congressional district. The appointments are made by the 
Governor from a list of names presented by the respective medical socie- 
ties. The length of service is four years. President of Regular Board, 
Dr. J. P. Runyan, Ijittle Rock; Secretary, Dr. J. P. Shephard, Little Rock; 
Secretary of Homeopathic Board, Dr. V. H. Hallman, Hot Springs; Sec- 
retary of the Eclectic Board, Dr. Jas. L. Vail, Little Rock. 

Meetings. — ^E'ach board holds four regular stated meetings per year, 
on the second Tuesday in January, April, July and October, at such places 
as a majority may agree on, consulting the convenience of the boards and 
the applicants. Special meetings may be held on the call of the president 
whenever it is deemed necessary or expedient. 

Fees. — For examination and registration, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made to the secretary 
of the board before which the applicant wishes to be examined (Homeo- 
pathic State Medical Board, Eclectic State Medical Board, or State Medi- 
cal Board of the Arkansas Medical Society), accompanied by the fee. If 
such application is satisfactory, the applicant is entitled to an examina- 
tion, which may be written or oral, at the discretion of the board, and 
shall be elementary and of a practical character, including anatomy, 
physiology, chemistry, materia medica, theory and practice of medicine, 
surgery and obstetrics. A certificate will be issued if, in the opinion of 
the board, the applicant possesses the necessary qualifications. This cer- 
tificate must be recorded in the office of the county clerk of the county in 
which the applicant intends to practice. 

Any member of the board may grant a temporary permit to practice 
on the payment of the required fee after a satisfactory examination; but 
such permit will not continue in force longer than until the next regular 
meeting of the board. In no case can a certificate be granted within six 
months after the applicant has been refuseii a certificate by the board. 
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No addllioual fee is cliarged jiny one who lias jireviouHly paid the 
amount for a teciporary permit. 

College Slandard. — No medical colleges are recognized by this l>oard, 
a diploma not being required for admission to eiamluatlon. for licensure. | 

BKemptlona. — Those who administer domestic I'emedles wilhont i 
ceivlng any compensation tLerefor, and midwlves, are exempt 

Reciprocity .^No provision for reciprocity Is made In the law. 

Definition of Act- — Any peraon is regarded as practicing medicine in ] 
any of its departments who appends to his name the letters M. D. c 
M. B., or who repeatedly presorlbeB or directs for the use of any peraon ' 
or persons any drug, or medicine, or other agency, for the t 
or relief of any bodily injury, deformity, or disease. 



CALIFORNIA. 

Boai-d. — The Board of Mtdlca! Examiners consists of nine members 
elected annually by the three State medical societies — five by Ihe Medical ■ 
Society of the State of California, two by the California State Homeopathic j 
Medical Society, and two by the Eclectic Medical Society— and serve for j 
one year. A pi'ovlslon Is made for alternates to fill such vacancies i 
may occur on the boiird. Six members constitute a (luoruin. President, 1 
Dr. John C. King, Bamilug; Secretary, Dr. C. L. Tlsdale, 530 Callfomla \ 
Street, San Francisco. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings are held in San Francisco o 
Tuesday of April, August and December. A special e 
In Los Angeles in July. 

Feea.^ — Examination, $20.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Tlie applicant must produce satisfactory J 
testimonials of good moral character, and a diploma issued by i 
gaily chartered medical schoal of the prescribed standard, or a license 1 
from some legally constituted Institution which grants medical and SttT- j 
gical licenses only on actual examination, accompanied by an, affidavit, 
stating the history of his medical education, and that he is the lawful 
poBsesaor of the same, and that it was procured in the regular c 
instruction, without fraud or misrepresentatlou of any kind. The 
affidavit is prescribed by the boai'd. Blanks are furnished by the 
secretary. The board also requires documentary evidence of pre- 
liminary education. Bach applicant is also examined. In whole or la part, J 
in writing, on the following subjects: Anatomy, physiology, bacteriology. ( 
pathology, chemistry, toxicology, surgery and obstetrics, materia medlca ] 
and therapeutics, and theoi'y and practice of medicine, 
tlons in each subject consist of not less than ten questions. An average 
of 75 per cent, must be obtained at the examination, and not less than 
50 per cent, on any one subject If the applicant fails ip his first esamf- 
nation, he may, after not less than six months, be re-examined. Failtng;! 
In the second examination, he is not entitled to another in less than ime'l 
year after the date of the second examination, and he must pay ?20.00 torn 
each of said esamlnations. Certificates authorizing practice must be r&- f 
corded in the office of the county clerk of the county In which the holde^ ] 
of the certificate desires to practice. 
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College Standard. — ^The board, under the law itself, recognizes only 
such legally chartered medical schools whose requirements are in no par- 
ticular less than those prescribed by the Association of American Medical 
Colleges for that year (year of graduation). 

Exemptions. — Service in case of emergency, or the domestic admin- 
istration of family remedies; commissioned medical oflBicers in the United 
States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in the discharge of their 
professional duties; licensed physicians or surgeons from another State 
or Territory when in actual consultation with a legal practitioner of this 
State, and physicians or surgeons residing on the border of a neighboring 
State and duly authorized under the laws thereof to practice naedicine or 
surgery, are exempt. Nor does the law apply to any legally qualified den- 
tist when engaged exclusively in the practice of dentistry. 

Reciprocity. — "The board may, in its discretion, accept and register, 
on payment of the registration fee, and without examination of the ap- 
plicant, any certificate which shall have been issued to him by the med- 
ical examining board of the District of Columbia, or of any State or Ter- 
ritory of the United States; provided, that the legal requirements of such 
board shall have been, at the time of issuing such certificate, in no degree 
or particular less than those of California at the time when the certifi- 
cate shall be presented for registration to the board created by this act; 
and provided, further, that the provisions in this paragraph contained 
shall be held to apply only to such of said medical examining boards as 
accept and register the certificates granted by this board, without exami- 
nation of them, of the ones holding such certificate." The registration fee 
is $20.00. California does not yet reciprocate with any other State. 

Definition of Act. — The following persons are deemed as practicing 
medicine or surgery: 1. Those who profess to be, or hold themselves out 
as being, engaged as doctors, physicians or surgeons, in the treatment of 
disease, injury or deformity of human beings. 2. Those who, for pecu- 
niary or valuable consideration, shall prescribe medicine, naagnetism or 
electricity in the treatment of disease, injury or deformity of human be- 
ings. 8. Those who, for pecuniary or valuable consideration, shall em- 
ploy surgical or medical means or appliances for the treatment of disease, 
injury or deformity of human beings, except dealers in surgical, dental 
and optical appliances. 4. Those who, for a pecuniary or valuable con- 
sideration, prescribe or use any drug or medicine, appliance or medical 
or surgical treatment, or perform any operation for the relief or cure of 
any bodily injury or disease. 



COLORADO. 

Board. — ^The State Board of Medical Examiners is composed of nine 
members appointed by the Governor. The term of service is six years. 
President, Dr. David A. Strickler, Denver; Secretary, Dr. S. D. Van 
Meter, 1723 Tremont Street, Denver. 

Meetings. — The board meets in the city of Denver on the first Tues- 
day of January, April, July and October of each year, and at such other 
times and places as may be found necessary. 



Fees. — Examination and registration fee, f25.00. Two-fiftbs of tlial 
fee is returned to the applicant In case tlie board refuses to grant k1 
license. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made on forms and 1 
blanks prescribed by the board, accompanied by evidence of good moral I 
cbaracter and two unmounted pliotographs of the applicant. When an I 
applicant for a license otCers to the board satlsfactoiy proof that t 
complied with Its schedule of miiiimuui educational requirements, I 
the board ma; accept such proof as sufflclent evidence to entitle the ap- I 
pllcant to a license without an examination. Examinations for license 1 
are held by tlie board according to the method deemed by it to be the 1 
most practical and expeditious to test the applicant's qualifications. The I 
. subjects of written, oral or clinical examination are as follows: 
atomy, physiology, chemistry, symptomatology, toxicology, pathology, sur- 
gery and obstetrics (exclusive of materia medica and therapeutics). The I 
credentials of applicants relating to their general repututluu. their pre- I 
Umlnary education and the courses oC study they have pursued; the de- I 
grees they have received; the number of years they have been engaged In I 
the lawful practice of medlclue; their experience In i^eueral hospitals, inedi- i 
cal depaitments of the Army, Navy and Public Health and Marine Hob- I 
pltal Service; licenses granted to them by other States and countries; and I 
their experience &a teachers of medicine, are given due consideration by I 
the board in conducting its examinations. On investigation of an appU- I 
cant's credentials, the board may, when convinced that the applicant Is ( 
quaimed to practice medicine, grant him a license without further exami- I 
nation. Licenses must be recorded in the office of the recorder of deeda J 
of the county In which the applicant Intends to practice. 

College Standard.— On May 1, 1905, the board adopted the followiog J 
minimum schedule of educational requirements for licensure without ex- | 
amlmition; Applicants who graduated prior to July 1, 18»3, must have i 
been matriculated in and graduated from a medical college In good stand- j 
Ing with the board at that time, and which required a preliminary examl' ' 
nation for admission, and at least two winter coui-sea of Instruction in 1 
anatomy, chemlBtiy, phyKloiogy, pathology, surgery, practice of medldne. J 
obstetrics and materia medica and therapeutics. 

Applicants who gi-aduuted between July 1, 1893, and July 1, lSe6,'I 
must have matriculated In and graduated from a college which gave a,M 
minimum of twentj-slx weeks of Instruction In each twelve i 
three separate years in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, ma- 1 
teria medica and therapeutics, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, medical 1 
Jurisprudence, theory and practice of medicine and hygiene, and which re^fl 
quired for matrlculatlan, graduation, from some approved university Ocfl 
literary, scientiflc, nonnal or high school, or its equivalent. AppU(»Qtfl 
graduating between July 1, 1805. and January 1. IDOO, must have matri 
nlated In and graduated from a medical college which required for m 
ulatlon the evidence mentioned In the preceding paragraph, and i 
gave four full courses. In four separate years. In anatomy, chem 
physiology, pathology, materia medica and therapeutics, surgery, theo 
and practice of medicine, bacteriology and obstetrics. Applicants g 
atlng after January 1, 1900, must have matriculated In and gradtu 
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from a medical college which enforced the following requirements: Pre- 
liminary Education. — Evidence of preliminary education, as a minimum 
requirement, any of the following: (a) A diploma or certificate of gradu- 
ation from an accredited four-year high school; (b) a certificate signed by a 
principal of a regularly organized, approved high school, the faculty of a 
recognized literary or scientific college or university. State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, Superintendent of Public Schools, or some duly ap- 
pointed State board or person to conduct such an examination, 
of having successfully passed an examination in all the several 
branches embraced in the curriculum of a four-year high school 
course. The matriculation examination shall not have been conducted 
by any member of the faculty of the medical college. Advanced Stand- 
ing. — (1) Applicants holding the degree of A.B. or B.S., or an equivalent 
degree or certificate obtained in an elective course from a regularly es- 
tablished and approved college of arts or science, which requires an at- 
tendance of four years as an essential to graduation, may be given credit 
for work actually done in the branches in the medical curriculum of the 
first year, and may be advanced to the second year of a four years* med- 
ical course, oh condition that they comply with the matriculation require- 
ments of this schedule, and that they subsequently complete the work of 
the first year and prove that the work already taken shall not be below 
the standard required by this Board. (2) Graduates of medical colleges 
complying with the provisions of this schedule may be admitted to any 
class without examination. Students of such colleges, who possess cer- 
tificates of attendance and of successful examinations, can enter without 
examination the term immediately following that previously attended. 
Medical Education. — (1) The course of instruction must consist o^ a mini- 
mum term of four years in four separate years of nine months each, in at 
least the following subjects: Anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, 
bacteriology, materia medica and therapeutics, theory and practice of med- 
icine, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, 
dermatology, neurology, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. (2) The 
number of hours of instruction. given in the four terms must be not less 
than thirty-six hundred (3,G00). (3) Such colleges must possess adequate 
laboratory and teaching equipment, and ample hospital facilities for clini- 
cal instruction, such as obtain in the majority of medical colleges in the 
United States, and a proper corps of competent teachers to constitute a 
faculty, whose salaries are not dependent on the graduation of students. 

(4) Clinical and hospital instruction throughout at least two annual terms. 

(5) A full dissection of at least the lateral half of a human cadaver. (6) 
Regular attendance during the entire lecture course, allowance being made 
only for absence occasioned by the sickness of the student, or his immedi- 
ate family, such absence not to exceed 20 per centum of the course. 
Graduation. — (1)A record for sobriety, honesty and integrity during the 
college course. (2) The attendance on the four full terms of lectures as 
prescribed (certain persons to whom advanced standing is allowed ex- 
cepted). (3) Students, graduates as well as undergraduates, allowed ad- 
vanced standing must attend all lectures and stand all examinations em- 
braced in the last year of the curriculum. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service in case of

Reciproctty. — It Is the policy of this Board to license without exami- 
nation applicants who have been legally engaged In the practice of medi- 
cine in other States, provided they qualified !n those States by ofCering in | 
evidence a standard of educational and moral qualification which waf 
quired in Colorado for the corresponding year. 

Definition of Act — "The terms 'practice of medicine,' 'to practice I 
medicine,' 'practicing medicine' and 'practice medicine,' as used In this I 
act, are each hereby defined to mean holding oneself out to the public as 
being engaged within this State In the diagnosis and treatment of dis- 
eases or injuries of human beings; or the suggestion, recommendation or 
prescribing of any form of treatment for the intended palliation, relief 
or cure of any physical or mental aliment of any person, with the inten- 
tion of receiving therefor, either directly or indirectly any fee, gift or 
compensation whatsoever; or the maintenance of an office for the recep- 
tion, examination and treatment of any person suQ!eriag from disease or 
injury of liody or mind: or attaching the title of 'M.D,,' surgeon, doctor, 
or any, other word or abbreviation to his name, indicative that such per- 
son is engaged in the treatment or diagnosis of the diseases or Injuries • 
of human beings. If any person shall hold himself out to the public 
hfiug engaged within this State in the diagnosis and treatment of diseases | 
or Injuries of human beings; or shall suggest, recommend or prescribe any 
form of treatment for the palliation, relief or cure of any physical or 
mental ailment of any person with the intention of receiving therefor, 
either directly or indirectly, any fee, gift or compensation whatsoever; i 
or shall maintain an office for the reception, examination and treatment ( 
of diseased or Injured human beings; or shall attach the title of "M-D.," 
surgeon, doctor, or any word or abbreviation to his name indicative that 1 
be is engaged in this State In the treatment of diseased or injured humaq | 
beings; and shall not In any of these cases, theretofore, have received, or 1 
shall not In any of these cases, then possess, in full force and virtue, b I 
valid license to practice medicine under the laws of this State, he shall j 
be deemed to he practicing medicine without complying with Che provi- 
sions of this act and in violation hereof." 



CONNBCnODT. 

Board. — This State has three Boards, each consisting of five m 
bera, appointed by the State Board of Health from a list submitted by the J 
regular, homeopathic and eclectic medical societies of the State. Secre>a 
tary of the State Board of Health, Dr. C. A. LIndsley, New Haven; Secre- 1 
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tary of the medical examiners, the Comieeticut Medical Society, Dr. 
Charles A. Tuttle, New Haven; Secretary of the Homeopathic Society and 
Committee, Dr. H. A. Cameron, Waterbury; Secretary of the Eclectic So- 
ciety and Committee, Dr. G. A. Faber, Waterbury. 

Meetings. — ^The Boards meet on the second Tuesday of March, July 
and November at such places as they designate. 

Fees. — Examination, $15.00; registration, $2.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Permission to appear for examination is 
granted on presentation of satisfactory evidence of having received a 
diploma from some legally incorporated medical college. Examinations 
are held in anatomy, physiology, medical chemistry, obstetrics, gynecology, 
hygiene, surgery, pathology, diagnosis, therapeutics, including practice and 
materia medica. An applicant failing to pass the examination is not 
eligible to re-examination by another committee until after the expiration 
of twelve months. Licenses must be recorded with the town clerls of the 
town in which the applicant intends to practice. 

College Standard. — Preliminary Education. — "No medical college will 
be in good standing with the Connecticut Medical ETxamining Board after 
1904 that does not hereafter require of each applicant as a condition of 
admission to the college the following: (1) A certificate of good moral 
character, signed by two reputable citizens of the State of which he was 
last a resident. (2) Documentary evidence of preliminary education, the 
minimum being a diploma or certificate of graduation from a commis- 
sioned high school, scientific or literary college or university, the curricu- 
lum of which embraces at least the following: (1) English grammar; (2) 
rhetoric and composition; (3) history of the United States as presented in 
Montgomery's "History of the United States" or equivalent text; (4) gen- 
eral history as presented in Myers' "General History" or equivalent text, 
or Greek and Roman history, or English history, in lieu thereof; (5) al- 
gebra, including fundamental rules, fractions, simple equations, involu- 
tion and evolution and quadratic equations as given in Milne's "High 
School Algebra" or equivalent text; (6) plane geometry as given in Went- 
worth's "New Plane and Solid Geometry" or equivalent text; (7) physics 
as presented in "Gage's Elements of Physics" or equivalent text; (8) gen- 
eral biology or botany and zoology as presented in Sedgwick and Wilson's 
"General Biology" or equivalent text; (9) chemistry as presented in Shep- 
ard's "Elements of Chemistry" or equivalent text; (10) Latin, including 
Latin grammar, prose comi)osition and the translation of four books of 
"Caesar's Gallic War" or the equivalent. 

Medical Education. — Hereafter only such medical colleges shall be 
considered in good standing by the Connecticut Medical Examining Board 
as have (1) complied with the requirements of this Board heretofore in 
force; (2) that possesses a full and complete faculty for teaching medicine, 
surgery and obstetrics in all their branches; (3) that afford their students 
adequate clinical and hospital facilities; (4) that embrace in their cur- 
riculum anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, histology, pathology, dermatol- 
ogy, bacteriology, ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, rhinology. physical 
diagnosis, hygiene and medical jurisprudence; (5) that require attendance 
upon at least 80 per cent, of each course of instruction; (6) that give four 
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graded courses of instruction, tlie aggregate of which amounts to at least 
104 weeks of at least thirty-six hours each, and at least forty-two months 
must have elapsed between the student's first course of medical lectures- 
and the date of his graduation- (7) that require an average grade in each 
course of instruction of at least 75 per cent, in examinations as a condi- 
tion of graduation, and (8) that fulfill all their published promises, re- 
quirements and claims respecting advantages to their students and courses 
of instruction. 

In determining the reputability of a medical college, while reserving 
the right to investigate and make a personal inspection of the same, this 
Board will be governed by the report of the Board of Medical Registra- 
tion in the State in which such college is situated, provided the said Board 
will reciprocate such action. 

Exemptions. — The law does not apply to dentists; nor to any person 
in the employ of the United States Government while acting in the scope 
of his employment; nor to any one furnishing medical or surgical assist- 
ance in case of emergency; nor to persons in consultation with licensed 
physicians of the State; nor to practitioners residing outside of the State 
who are employed to come into the State to treat the sick, provided they 
do not open an office in fhe State; nor to any actual resident of the State 
recommending by advertisement or otherwise the use of proprietary rem- 
edies sold under trade-marks, issued by the United States Government, 
in so far and to such extent only as the use of such remedies are con- 
cerned; nor to chiropodists or clairvoyants who do not use drugs, medi- 
cines or poison; nor to persons practicing massage, Swedish movement 
cure, sun cure, mind cure, magnetic liealing or Christian science; nor to 
persons who do not use or prescribe drugs, poisons, medicines, chemicals 
or nostrums. 

Reciprocity. — The license granted by any other State may be accepted 
upon presentation of satisfactory evidence that said license was granted 
after an examination equivalent to that of the Connecticut Board. 

Definition of Act. — The definition given in the law is: No person 
shall, for compensation, gain or reward, received or expected, treat, op- 
erate or prescribe for any injury, deformity, ailment or disease, actual or 
imaginary, of another person, nor practice surgery or midwifery, until he 
has obtained a certificate of registration. 



DELAWARE. 

Board. — Delaware has two Boards of Medical Examiners, one repre- 
senting tlie regular and the other the liomeopathic State society. Each 
Board consists of five members, serving two years, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor from lists submitted by tlie societies. The Medical Council of Del- 
aware consists of the chief justice of the State and the presidents of the. 
two Boards of Medical Examiners. The Boards act in the capacity of ex- 
ecutive officers of tlio Council. Secrolar^^ of the Medical Council, Dr. P. 
W. Tomlinson, Wilmington. Secretary of tlie Regular Board of Examin- 
ers, Dr. J. H. Wilson, Dover. 

Meetings. — Examination?; are li^ld by the Board of Examiners twice 
a year, one beginning the third Tuesday in June and the other th« second 
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Tuesday in December. The Medical Council also holds two stated meet- 
ings in each year. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; reciprocal registration fee, $50.00. 

Application for Licensure. — On payment of the fee and the filing of 
satisfactory proof that the applicant is more than 21 years of age, is of 
good moral character, has obtained a competent common school educa- 
tion and has received a diploma from some legally incorporated medical 
college, such proof, if required, to be made on affidavit, he is admitted 
to examination before such one of the Boards as he may elect Each 
Board submits to the Medical CJouncil questions in anatomy, physiology, 
hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathology, diagnosis, therapeutics, 
practice of medicine and materia medica, from which the Medical Council 
makes a selection. Examinations are conducted in writing, and 75 per 
cent, is considered a passing grade. In case of failure, the candidate, 
after the expiration of six months and within two years, has the privi- 
lege of a second examination by the same Board to which application 
was first made without the payment of an additional fee. If the applica- 
tion is withdrawn the fee is returned. A certificate is issued by the Med- 
ical Council to all those passing the examination, and this certificate must 
be filed with the clerk of the peace of the county in which the applicant 
intends to practice. 

College Standard. — The Board recognizes diplomas granted on the 
completion of four years of study, including three regular courses of lec- 
tures in different years. The Council recognizes the colleges recognized 
by the lUinois State Board of Health. 

Exemptions. — Only legally qualified consultants from other States 
and Territories, and dentists are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — Delaware reciprocates with New Jersey, Virginia, Illi- 
nois and Maryland. A certificate for a license is issued by the Medical 
Council on the recommendation of the Boards of Medical Examiners and 
on the payment of $50.00, 

The Board indorses the certificate of license issued after examination 
by any State Medical Examining and Licensing Board whose standard of 
requirements is substantially the same as that of Delaware or higher, 
irrespective of reciprocity, provided the applicant furnishes satisfactory 
proof of good moral character. 

Definition of Act. — The medical practice act is not defined. 



DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Boards. — The District Commissioners appoint three Examining Boards 
regular, a homeopathic and an eclectic — consisting of five members 
each, the homeopathic and eclectic Boards being selected from lists pre- 
sented by the respective homeopathic and eclectic societies in the Dis- 
trict.

The certificate must be recorded by the cleric of the Circuit CJourt 
in the county in which the holder intends to reside before he is entitled 
to practice. 

CJollege Standard. — No information. 

ITxemptions. — All practitioners engaged in the practice of medicine 
in this State prior to May 31, 1889, will be granted a certificate of quali- 
fication without examination or charge upon premutation to the Board 
of Bxaminers a diploma from a recognized medical college. The provi- 
sions of this amendment shall not apply to persons who have heretofore 
received certificates of qualification and have recorded the same as pro- 
vided by the laws of this State heretofore existing, nor to females who 
follow the practice of midwifery strictly as such. 

Reciprocity. — No information. 

Definition of Act. — No persons, except those described in the para- 
graph concerning exemptions are permitted to practice medicine in any of 
its branches or departments without first having obtained and recorded a 
certificate of qualification from the Board of Medical Examiners. 



GEORGIA. 

Boards. — ^There are three separate Boards of Medical Examiners — 
regular, homeopathic and eclectic — consisting of five members each, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to hold ofllce for four years. President of the 
Regular Board, Dr. J. B. S. Holmes, Atlanta; Secretary of the Regular 
Board, Dr. E. R. Anthony, Griffin; Secretary of the Homeopathic Board, 
Dr. R. B. Hinman, Atlanta; Secretary of the Eclectic Board, Dr. W. V. 
Robertson, Atlanta. 

Meetings. — Each Board holds two regular meetings a year, one on the 
day following the commencements of the two medical colleges in the 
State, the other on the second Tuesday in October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — On presentation of a diploma, the appli- 
cant is examined by the Board representing the system of practice of 
the school of which the applicant is a graduate, in anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, therapeutics, practice of medicine, surgery, gynecology, ob- 
stetrics and pathology. 

If the applicant desires to practice a system not represented by any 
of the Boards, he may elect the Board before which he will appear for 
examination. Certificates to practice must be recorded with the county 
clerli of the county in which he desires to practice. 

College Standard. — The Boards recognize colleges that require not less 
than three full courses of study of six months each; but any person from 
any other State who graduated prior to April 1, 1895, from a medical col- 
lege requiring only two full courses of study, is eligible for examination 
and license. 

Exemptions. — None. 
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Reciprocity. — The Georgia Boards reciprocate with those States re- 
quiring the same standard they do and that recognize Georgia certificates. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
surgery who prescribes for the siclc or those in need of medical or surgical 
aid and who charge or receive therefor money or other compensation or 
consideration directly or indirectly. Midwives and nurses are not regarded 
as practicing medicine or surgery. 



HAWAII. 

Board. — The Governor appoints the Board of Medical Examiners, con- 
sisting of three members, who hold office for three years. This Board 
reports the results of examinations to the Board of Health. 

President of Board of Health, Dr. L. E. Pinltham; Honolulu; Secre- 
tary, Dr. C. E. Charlocli, Honolulu. 

Meetings. — Meetings are held in January, April, July and October of 
each year. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — No person is recommended by the Board 
of Health for a license to practice medicine or surgery except on the 
written report of the Board of Medical Examiners, setting forth that the 
applicant has been duly examined and found to be possessed of the nec- 
essary qualifications. All examinations are conducted in English. 

College Standard. — No information at hand. 

Exemptions. — ^The act does not forbid any person from the practice 
of any method or the application of any remedial measure under the di- 
rection or with the approval of a licensed physician. 

Reciprocity. — No information at hand. 

Definition of Act. — For the purpose of this act the practice of medi- 
cine shall be held to include tlie use of drugs and medicines, water, elec- 
tricity, hypnotism or any means or method or any agent, either tangible 
or intangible, for the treatment of disease in the human subject. (Any 
person who shall attempt the cure of another by any practice of sorcery, 
witchcraft, anaana, hoopiopio, lioounauna, hoomtmanuina or other super- 
stition or deceitful method, is liable to conviction.) 



IDAHO. 



Board. — The State J^oanl of Medical Examiners consists of six mem- 
l>ers ropresentinj; not less tlian three schools of medicine, not more than 
two members to represent any one school. The Board is appointed by 
tlie Governor, and holds otfice for six years. President, Dr. G. M. Water- 
house, Weiser; Secretary, Dr. J. L. Conant, Jr.. Genesee. 

Meetinj2:s.--Reirular meetinj^s are held on the first Tuesday of April 
and October at Boise City, or such other place as the Board may 
designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee, 82r».00. In case of failure the applicant is 
<'nti1led to a ro-examination after tlie expiration of six months and with- 
in one year without the payment of an additional fee. 
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Application for Licensure. — ^Applicants must submit a diploma, prop- 
erly attested to, issued by a reputable college of medicine, which entitles 
him to an examination in anatomy, physiology, pathology, diagnosis, 
hygiene, chemistry, histology, toxicology, and such other branches of the 
theory and practice of medicine and surgery as are taught in schools of 
the system of medicine to which the applicant belongs and which he in- 
tends to practice. If the applicant correctly answers at least 75 per cent, 
of all the questions submitted, he will be given a license to practice, 
which must be recorded with the county clerk of the county in which he 
intends to practice. 

College Standard. — The Board recognizes all medical colleges that 
are in good standing in the State or county in which they are located. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to dentists and registered phar- 
macists or midwiv^e®, nor to commissioned medical officers of the United 
States Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Service in the discharge of their 
official duties, nor to railway surgeons or legally qualified outside consult- 
ants, nor does it prohibit services rendered in cases of emergency where 
no fee is charged. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
surgery who advertises in any manner, or holds himself or herself out 
to the public as a physician and surgeon, or either, or who investigates 
or diagnosticates or offers to investigate or diagnosticate any physical or 
mental ailment of any person with a view to relieving the same, as is 
commonly done by physicians or siu*geons, or suggests, recommends, pre- 
scribes or directs for the use of any person, sick, injured or deformed, any 
drug, medicine, means or appliance for the intended relief, palliation or 
cure of the same, with the intent of receiving therefor, either directly or 
indirectly, any fee, gift or compensation whatsoever. 



ILLINOIS. 

Board. — The Board consists of seven members — five regulars, one 
homeopath and one eclectic — and is appointed by the Governor, to hold 
office for seven years. President, Dr. G. W. Webster, Chicago; Secretary, 
Dr. J. A. Bgan, Springfield. 

Meetings. — The Board holds regular examinations in Chicago in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; certificate fee, $5.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by the examination fee and with proof that the applicant is 
of good moral character, and that he is a graduate of a medical college 
or institution recognized by the Board. He will be required to present to 
the secretary of the Board, at the examination, an unmounted photograph 
of himself, taken recently, which is filed with the application. On the 
reverse of this photograph the applicant must have written his name in 
the presence of an official authorized to administer oaths, who must cer- 
tify by hand and seal that the person whose name appears on the photo- 
graph is known by him to be the person shown in the photograph, and 
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that the signature wus written lu Lis presence. No applicant will be ad- 
mitted to exauiiaation who hag not compiled with this rule. 

ACter January 1, 1005, the applicant must also present documentary i 
evidence of preliminary education — the minimum to he a diploma or cer- 
tificate of graduation from a hlgli school; a certlllcate signed by the prin- 
cipal of a regularly organized high school, or by the examiner of the fac- 
ulty of a recognized literary or sclentiflc college or university, or hy the J 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction, or a superintendent of public 
schoolH, of having successfully passed an examination In all the several 1 
branches embraced lu the curriculum of a four years' high school course. ■' 
Tlie matriculation exumlnutlou must not be conducted hy any member Of , 
the faculty of the college. 

BKamlnatlous are conducted In writing la the following subjects: An- 
atomy, Including histology and embryology, 10 questions; chemistry. S 
Questions; etiology and hygiene, 5 questions; physiology, 7 questious; neu- 
rology, 3 questions: materia medica and therapeutics. 10 questions; pntb- 1 
ology and bacteriology, 10 questions; surgery, 10 questious; physical dlag-- ■! 
noais. 5 questions; ophthalmology and otology, 3 questlous; pediatrics, 3 ! 
questions; obstetrics, 10 questions; gynecology, d questions; laryugology < 
and rhlnology, 2 questions; medical jurisprudence, 2 questions; practice, 
10 questions. An average of at least 75 per cent. Is required for a passlug \ 
grade. Tlie exiimination of those who desire to practice any other sys- 
tem or science of treating human aliments who do not use medieinea In- 
ternally or externally, and who do not practice operative surgery. Is of a 
character sufficiently sti-ict to test their qualifications as practltlonera. 
The law authorizes the Board of Health to exempt graduates of Illlnota ' 
medical colleges from examination, but by petition of tlie lending colIegeB 1 
lu the State the Board has exercised Its discretion In ihe matter and all , 
graduates are examined alike. 

Certificates to practice must be recorded In the office of the clerk j 
of the county In which the holder resides or practices within three montbs ^ 
from date of Issuance. Until such certificate Is recorded the holder there- 1 
of can not exercise any of the rights or privileges conferred therein. 

On or after January 1, 1805, the Board will accept as an equivalent of j 
part of the examination required satisfactory evidence of five or more % 
years of reputable practice, and will allow a credit of 5 per cent, a 
required average of 75 per cent, for eiicli period of live years of such prat- J 
tice on the part of a candidate for a certificate. 

College Standard. — ^The Board will not consider in good standing after fl 
January 1, 1900, any college which does not require of all students, except, j 
graduates of reputable colleges of arts and sciences, dentistry, pharmacy 1 
or veterinary medicine, to whom one year's advanced standing may ba.-j 
granted, an attendance on four full courses of lectures of at least dx I 
mouths in four separate years. After January 1, 1!X>4, the college Bha]IJ| 
have a four years' course of Instruction consisting of four terms, exteajtj 
ing over a period of four calendar years, and the uilnlmum time h 
the commencement of the work of the freshman year and the ending q 
the work of Ihe senior year, on which all students arc required (o lie lu at-^ 
tendance, shall be not less than forty months. 
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No two terms begun on or after January 1, 1904, shall commence and 
end within any consecutive sixteen months. 

The time occupied in each regular term begun on or after January 
1, 1904, shall be not less than seven months, or thirty weeks. £2ach term 
shall consist of not less than eight hundred hours of work, and no stu- 
dent to be allowed to absent himself from more than 20 per cent, of the 
course. The branches of medicine to be included in the course shall be 
at least as follows: Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica 
and therapeutics, theory and practice of medicine, including ophthalmol- 
ogy, otology, dermatology and neurology, pathology and bacteriology, sur- 
gery, including orthopedic surgery; obstetrics, gynecology, hygiene, medi- 
cal jurisprudence, dissection of at least the lateral half of a human ca- 
daver, and clinical and hospital instruction throughout two annual terms. 
No college can be held to be in good standing until it has established its 
claim to such standing by an active existence of not less than four years; 
but the Board may after personal investigation by a committee, grant full 
recognition during the first year of existence, if it so elects. Colleges must 
publish in their annual announcements a list of matriculates and gradu- 
ates of the session or year immediately preceding. 

Exemptions. — Nothing in this act applies to the administration of do- 
mestic or family remedies in cases of emergency, to surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, in the discharge 
of their official duties, nor to any person who administers to or treats 
the sick or suffering by mental or spiritual means without the use of 
any drug or material remedy. 

Reciprocity. — Illinois now reciprocates in the case of licenses issued 
after examination with Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, Ohio, North Dakota, South Caro- 
lina and Wisconsin. This is in effect, however, only in the case of certifi- 
cates issued after examination to graduates of medical colleges in good 
standing with the Board. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine 
within the meaning of this act who treats or professes to treat, operates 
on or prescribes for any physical ailment or any physical injury to or de- 
formity of another. 



INDIANA. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
appointed by the Governor, holds office for four years, and consists of six 
members — two regulars, one homeoi>ath, one eclectic, one physiomedicist 
and one osteopath. President, Dr. J. C. Webster, Lafayette; Secretary, 
Dr. W. T. Gott, Crawfordsville. 

Meetings. — The examinations are held in May and October of each 
year, commencing the fourth Tuesday and continuing three days. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00; recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — Every applicant must make applica- 
tion to the Board at least five days before the time of the examination 
which Is required of all candidates. Application must be fully and cor- 
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rectly filled out, the same to be attested before a' notary or other oflSclal 
authorized to administer oaths. Application must be accompanied by a 
diploma from a reputable medical college; by aflSdavit from two freehold- 
ers that applicant is of good moral character and the identical person 
named in the diploma; by an unmounted photograph of the applicant, on 
the reverse side of which must be applicant's signature, signed in the pres- 
ence of and attested to by an ofBcial authorized to administer oaths, said 
official's seal to appear upon the photograph; and the examination fee of 
$25.00. Applicant must pass an examination in the required subjects 
of the medical curriculum (see college standard) with an average of at 
least 75 per cent, in order to obtain a certificate. This certificate must 
be recorded in the office of the county clerk in the county wherein holder 
intends to reside and a license obtained before full right to practice medi- 
cine is granted. In change of residence from one county to another 
a new license must be secured in the latter, which will be issued on pre- 
sentation of the license from the former county. Only permanent certifi- 
cates are to be filed with the county clerk. 

Subsequent to April 20, 1905, osteopaths entering the State are not 
eligible to examination unless both they and the college from which they 
come comply, the same as others, with the minimum requirement of the 
Board. (See college standard.) 

College Standard. — Medical colleges, to be in good standing with the 
Board after January, 1906, shall require, as a prerequisite to matricula- 
tion: Preliminary Education.^ — (1) A certificate of good moral character, 
signed by two reputable physicians of the State in which applicant last 
resided. (2) As evidence of required preliminary education, a diploma 
from a recognized university, or college of arts or science, or equivalent 
degree requiring a four years' course of study as an essential to gradua- 
tion; or a diploma or certificate of graduation from a recognized commis- 
sioned high school, issued after four years of study of at least eight 
months in each separate year. Or, in lieu of diploma: (3) A certificate of 
qualification from a State medical examining board, after a successful 
examination before said board, with an average grade of not less than 75 
per cent, in the following required branches: 1, English grammar; 2, rhet- 
oric and composition; 3, history of the United States; 4, general history, 
or Greek and Roman history, or English history in lieu thereof; 5, algebra, 
including fundamental rules, fractions, simple equations, involution and 
evolution, and quadratic equations; C, plain and solid (or concrete) geom- 
etry; 7, civil government; 8, physics (or chemistry); 0, botany or zoology; 
10, Latin, including Latin grammar, prose composition and the transla- 
tion of four books of Caesar's Gallic War, or equivalent. Elective 
branches, besides the optional courses above, are: Physical geography, 
geology, commercial arithmetic and bookkeeping. 

Medical Education. — The curriculum must embrace anatomy, includ- 
ing histology and embryology, physioloiry, chemistry, materia medica, the- 
rapeutics, medicine, surgery, obstetrics, jrynocology, pathology, bacteriol- 
og3% ophthalmolo^^y, otology, laryngology, rhinology, dermatology, physical 
diagnosis, pediatrics, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. Instruction 
shall consist of four liraded courses, in s<^parate calendar years, the ag- 
gi-egate of which must amount to at least 120 weeks of at least 30 hours 
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each, and at least 42 months must have elapsed between the date of be- 
ginning study and date of graduation. Students must attend 80 per cent, 
of eax^h course of instruction, and receive a grade of 75 per cent, in all 
examinations. 

Graduates of a regularly established and recognized university or col- 
lege of arts or science, or students presenting satisfactory evidence from 
such instilutions requiring four years as an essential to graduation, of 
having completed three years of such a course may be admitted to the 
sophomore year of a four-year medical course; provided, such certificate 
from such scientific or literary institution shall show that the medical de- 
gree from such medical college will entitle the holder to the bachelor's 
degree from the institution granting such certificate: and, provided, such 
students have complied with the entrance requirements of this Board as 
herein mentioned, and have completed all the work of the medical fresh- 
man year before advancement to the sophomore year in said medical 
college. 

Graduates of a recognized university or college of arts or science, 
requiring a four-year course of study as an essential to graduation, may 
be admitted to the junior year of a medical college recognized by this 
Board; provided, such university or college of arts or science embraces 
in its curriculum and possesses adequate equipment for teaching all the 
subjects taught in the freshman and sophomore years of the medical col- 
lege In which matriculation is sought; and, provided, that applicants for 
such advanced standing shall present satisfactory evidence of having com- 
pleted aJI the work of the freshman and sophomore years of such medi- 
cal course. 

Exemptions. — The exemptions made by the law are gratuitous serv- 
ices in cases of emergency, the administration of family remedies, com- 
missioned oflScers of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital 
Service in the discharge of their oflficial duties, legally qualified consult- 
ants, practitioners residing on the border of a neighboring State whose 
practice extends into this State, medical students practicing under the 
supervision of. a licensed physician for a limited period of two years, and 
nonitinerant opticians. 

Reciprocity. — Indiana reciprocates with Michigan, Wisconsin, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Illinois, Maine, Kentucky, Maryland 
and New Jersey, and with any other States which will return the favor, 
and in behalf of any applicants who can comply with the Board's re- 
quirements. 

Definition of Act. — To open an oflftce for such purpose, or to an- 
nounce to the public in any way a readiness to practice medicine, or to 
prescribe for, or to give surgical assistance to, or to heal, cure or relieve. 
or to attempt to heal, cure or relieve, those suffering from injury, or de- 
formity, or disease of mind or body, or to advertise, or to announce to the 
public in any manner the readiness or ability to heal, cure or relieve those 
who may be suffering from injury, or deformity, or disease of mind or 
body, shall be to engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning 
of this act. Also, if any one shall use in connection with his or her name 
the words or letters "Dr.," doctor, professor. "M.D.," or healer, or any 
other title, word, letter or designation, intending to imply or designate him 
or her as a practitioner of medicine or smgery in any of its branches.

— Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, $0.50; reciprocal licens- 
ing fee, $50.00. 

Application for Licensure. — The diploma and the examination fee 
must be sent to the secretary, and approval of the former entitles the ap- 
plicant to an examination in anatomy, 8 questions; embryology, 2 ques- 
tions; chemistry, 8 questions; materia medica and therapeutics, 10 ques- 
tions; obstetrics, 10 questions; gynecology, 5 questions; pathology, 8 ques- 
tions; bacteriology, 2 questions; histology, 2 questions; physiology, 8 ques- 
tions; hygiene, 2 questions; practice, 8 questions; surgery, 10 questions; 
medical jurisprudence, 2 questions; etiology, 3 questions; neurology, 2 ques- 
tions; pediatrics, 2 questions; physical diagnosis, 3 questions; laryngology 
and rhinology, 2 questions; ophthalmology and otology, 3 questions. A 
general average of 75 per cent, is required. In lieu of a diploma the 
Board accepts a certificate from the dean of the college attended by the 
applicant showing that- he will be awarded a diploma at the approaching 
commencement. In that case the certificate is withheld until the diploma 
is verified by the secretary. 

College Standard. — The Board recognizes all medical colleges as in 
good standing that are approved or recognized by the Association of 
American Medical Colleges (regular, eclectic and homeopathic), to the 
extent of admitting their graduates to the examination, provided the 
course of medical study taken by the applicant is in accordance with the 
requirements of the Iowa Board. Certificates must be registered with the 
county clerk of the county in which the applicant intends to practice. 
After July 1, 1906, no medical college will be regarded as in good standing 
that does not require as a condition for graduation not less than four 
courses of lectures of not less than seven months each, no two of which 
shall begin or end in the same calendar year, or that grants any advanced 
standing because of the possession of a literary or scientific degree; nor 
will the graduates of such colleges after the date above given be admitted 
to examination by the Iowa State Board of Medical Examiners. 

Ejxemptions. — The exemptions are as follows: Medical students who 
have attended not less than two full courses of lectures in a reputable 
medical college may prescribe under the supervision of a preceptor; sur- 
geons of the United States Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Service; 
persons rendering gratuitous service in cases of emergency; physicians 
who have previously obtiiined certificates on length of practice without 
diploma or examination, registered pharmacists filling prescriptions, ad- 
vertising or selling patent or proprietary medicines or natural mineral 
water flowing from wells or springs. 

Reciprocity. — Iowa has established reciprocal relations, on the basis 
of reciprocal registration adopted by the American Confederation of Re- 
ciprocating Medical Examining and Licensing Boards, with the following 
States: On examination only with South Dakota, Colorado, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Wyoming and Minnesota. On examination or on a diploma from a 
reputable medical college without examination where the certificate was 
issued prior to January 1, 1890, with Nebraska, Kansas, Texas, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, Georgia and South Carolina. 
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Definition of Act. — Any one is regarded as a physician who publicly i 
professes to be a physician, surgeon or obstetrician, and assumes tlie du- 
ties tliereof, or wlio makes a practice of prescribing and furnlBliiiiB medi- 
cine for tbe siolt, or who publicly professes to cuve or heal. Itlnra^nt 
physicians are regarded aa practicing medicine and must pay Into the 
State treasury a license fee of ?2ii0 annually, in addition lo procuring the 
physician's certificate.

All persons who practice osteo- 
pathy shall be registered and licensed as doctors of osteopathy as here- 
inbefore provided, but thoy shall not administer drugs or medicines oi 
any kind nor perform operations in surgery." 



KENTUCKY. 

Board. — The State Board of Health consists of eight members, seven 
of whom are appointed by the Governor, and the eighth member, who is 
the secretary' and executive officer, is elected by the Board. One member 
is a homeopath, one an eclectic, one an osteopath, and five are regulars. 
The members are selected by the Governor from lists furnished by the 
respective Stiite societies. President, Joseph M. Mathews, Louisville; Sec- 
retary, J. N. McCormack, Bowling Green. 

Meetings. — Examinations are lield beginning on the fourtli Tuesday 
in April and October of each yt'iw at Louisville. No special examinations 
are given under any circumstances. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.1H>: recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — All ai)plicants must be bona fide residents 
of the State and graduates of recognized colleges located within the United 
States and have a proi)erly indorsed application on file at least 10 days 
prior to date of examination. The application must be accompanied by 
an unmounted photograph of the applicant, on the reverse side of which 
must be his or her full signature duly attested before a notary. Exami- 
nation is required of all who were not matriculates in and in actual at- 
tendance at one of the medical colleges located in Kentucky on February 
1, 1904, who shall have graduated prior to September 1, 1907, from one 
of such schools, and who make application prior to January 1, 1908. A 
diploma is a prerequisite for admission to the examination. Written ex- 
aminations are required in the following subjects: Anatomy, including 
histology and embryology, physiology, pathology, chemistry, surgery, ob- 
stetrics, gynecology, bacteriology, hygiene, ophthalmology, otology, medi- 
cal jurisprudence, mental and nervous diseases, etiology and physical diag- 
nosis. An average grade of 70 is required, with a minimum of 00 in 
any one branch. The law makes no provision for temporary certificates. 
Licensed osteopaths are not permitted to adminis-ter drugs nor to per- 
form surgical operations with the knife. 

College Standing. — A prescribed course of study (Mubracing four 
courses of instruction of not less than thirty continuous weeks, excluding 
holidays, in four separate years; not more than one graduating course in 
an}^ one year, no advanc<»d standing for baccalaureate di'trrees. and no

Such conditions must be removed by the presentation of a certiflcatj

nitely expressed; (3) shall have adeqnntp equipment and an active aftiT 
competent faculty for teaching the science and art of medicine, emtiraclng 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, histology, bacteriology, sur- 
gery, obstetrics, gynecology, ophthalmology, otology, hygiene and Stat^^ 
medicine, medical Jurisprudence and physical dlagnosle, together 
apeutics and practice of medicine In accordance with the system t 
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the college belongs; (4) shall have clinical and hospital facilities based on 
a minimum municipal population at its place of location of not less than 
fifty thousand; provided, that this requirement shall not apply to institu- 
tions under State control, which, by virtue of such control, receive patients 
gratuitously from all parts of such State; (5) shall require actual attend- 
ance on 80 per cent, of each of four courses of instruction in a medical 
college of not less than thirty continuous weelcs, excluding holidays, in 
four separate years, and shall not hold more than one graduating course in 
any one year; and (6) shall not accept notes in payment of fees, or offer 
or accept scholarships, or any reduction in fees, or any form of rebates, 
except as provided for or required under State laws or under the laws 
of endowed universities, and no student shall be given credit for attend- 
ance, or advanced, or graduated, until all fees have been paid. 

CSolleges may allow advanced standing from other medical colleges 
having equal requirements on presentation of official credentials, except- 
ing in the subjects embraced in the last year of their own curriculum. No 
provision is made for giving advanced standing for A.B., B.S., or other 
degrees. 

Exemptions. — ^The law provides for the usual exemptions — gratuitous 
services in case of emergency, midwives, commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, and legally quali- 
fied consultants from other States. 

Reciprocity. — Kentucl^y is a member of the American (Confederation 
of Reciprocating Medical Examining and Licensing Boards, and conforms 
to the reciprocal registration under which the confederation is now 
working. 

Definition of Act. — To open an office for the purpose of practicing 
medicine, or attem.pting to practice medicine in any of its branches, or to 
treat or attempt to treat any sick or afflicted person by any system or 
method whatsoever for reward or compensation, or to announce to the 
public in any way a readiness to treat the sick or afflicted, shall be 
deemed to engage in the practice ot medicine within the meaning of 
this act. 



LOUISIANA. 

Boards. — There are two Boards of Medical Examiners, consisting of 
five members each, appointed by the Governor from a list recommended 
by the Louisiana State Medical Society and the Hahnemann State Medi- 
cal Society. The term of office is six years. Regular Board: President, 
Dr. A. F. Barrow, St. Francisville; Secretary, Dr. F. A. Larue, New Or- 
leans. Secretary of Homeopathic Board, Dr. Gayle Aiken, New Orleans. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings are held at least twice a year in New 
Orleans, in May and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; certificate fee, $1.00; recording 
fee, $1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must present a diploma from 
a medical college in good standing, as determined by the Board, accom- 
panied by the examination and certificate fees ($11.00). On approval of 
this evidence the applicant is required to pass a satisfactory examination 
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ill aiialojiiy. .u.viK'C(>U»gy, pliysiology, ohemistry, principles of medicine, ob- 
stetrics, physical diagnosis^ surgery, nialcria niedica aud hygiene. The ex- 
amination being satisfactory, the Board issues a certificate, which must be 
recorded with tlie cleric of the District Court in the district in which the 
applicant desires to practice. A temporary certificate may be granted by 
any member of the Board on payment of .isr».(M) and after a satisfactory 
examination. 

College Standard. -Louisiana recognizes only such colleges as pro- 
vide for and.requhc a four years' course of study in branches satisfactory 
to the Board; that i>resont a written indorsement of a reasonable number 
of prominent medical practitioners in the locality in which they are lo- 
cated; that present the approval of the officers of the Board of Health 
of the State in which they are located and of the officers of the State 
Board of Health and State Board of ^Medical' Examiners of such State, 
as well as of the officers of the State Minlical Society. The college must 
also have been recognized by other State Boards of Medical Examiners 
establishing the same standard as the Louisiana Board. 

Kxemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, nor to legally 
qualified consulting physicians or surgeons from other States or Ter- 
ritories. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act.-- Any jierson is regarded as practicing medicine In 
any of its departments who appends? to his name the letters "M.D." or 
"M.B.," or who repeatedly prescribes or dh-ects for the use of any per- 
son or persons any drug or medicine or other agency for the treatment, 
cur<^ or relief of any Imdily injury, infirmity or disease.

Board. — The Board of Registration consists of six members, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and holds office for five years. Not more than 
two members of the Board can hold membership, at one time, in any one 
chartered State medical society.

Meetings. — The Board holds regular meetings in March, July and No- 
vember on sucli days as it may designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee, .$10.00; registration fee, $2.00. In case of 
failure, a re-exjimination, without additional 1\h\ will be granted at any 
regular meeting of the Board witliin two years. 

Application for Licensure.— On presenting sutisfactoiy proof of being 
21 years of age, of having a good moral character, and of being a graduate 
of some* reputable medical college having powen* to confer a degree in med 
icine and maintaining a standard of preliminary education and of medi- 
cal instruction approved by the Board, tlie api)li(ant is entitled to an ex- 
amination which embraces the general subjects of anatomy, physiology, 
pathology, materia medica and therapeutics, surgery, i)rinciples and prac- 
tice of medicine, ol)stetrics, chemistry, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

College Standard. — All medical schools and colleges, legally chartered 
l)y tlie States in which lliey exist, and liaving \hv pow(M* to eonfer the de- 
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i^vvi' of I)(Kior of Medicine, aiicl granting diplomas only after a proper 
time of study and an examination in all the branches, with a rating aver- 
aging at least 75 per cent., are considered as reputable, aud are in good 
standing with the Board. Prior to 1902 diplomas must represent three 
years of study; after that time, four years of study. The minimum grade 
of preliminary education before admission to the study of medicine, which 
is approved by the Board, is a good English education, evidenced by a 
Ivnowledge of English spelling and composition and mathematics, includ- 
ing algebra and plane geometry, geography, history, natural philosophy or 
physics and chemistry, with some laboratory worli; and also the ability 
to read at sight common Latin prose. A college degree, a diploma from 
some normal school, high school or academy or a successful entrance ex- 
amination to any recognized college will be accepted in lieu of an ex- 
amination. 

Exemptions. — This act does not apply to commissioned oflScers of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, nor to a physician 
or surgeon who is called from another State to treat a particular case, 
and who does not otherwise practice in this State, nor to midwives who 
lay no claim to the title of physician or doctor, nor to clairvoyants or to 
persons practicing hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind cure, massage, 
Christian science, so-called, or any other method 'Of healing, if no poison- 
ous or dangerous drugs are employed nor surgical operations performed; 
provided, such persons do not violate any of the provisions of this act in 
relation to the use of "M.D.," or the title of doctor or physician. The act 
does not prohibit gratuitous service or the rendering of assistance in 
emergency cases. 

Reciprocity. — Any person who is eligible for examination before this 
Board, and who h^s been examined and registered or licensed by the ex- 
amining Board of any other State which maintains a standard of edu- 
cation at least equal to that required in this State, may be registered on 
complying with the requirements of the Board. 

Definition of Act. — "Whoever shall practice or shall advertise or hold 
himself out to the public as a physician or surgeon, or who appends to 
his name the letters *M.D.,' or who uses the title of doctor or physician, 
meaning thereby a doctor of medicine, is considered as practicing medicine 
within the meaning of this act."

Application for Licensure. — Applicants must be more than 21 years of 
age, of good moral character, possessed of a competent common school ed- 
ucation and a diploma issncMl by n legally Incorporated college requiring 
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a four years* standard of education as defined by ttie American Medical 
College Association of the Intercollegiate (.*oinniittee of the American In- 
stitute of Homeopathy. On approval of tliis evidence, the applicant in 
examined in anatomy, surgery, patliology, olmlPtricK, practice, clieinistry^ 
materia medica, therapeutics and physiology. Mc<llcjil students who have 
completed the studies of anatomy, i)hysiology, incKlIcal clieniistry, materia 
medica, are entitled to an examimitlon In ku<'1i studies l>y the Kxamining 
Ik>ard, at the end of their second year of study, the result of said exam- 
ination to Ije considered a part of the tinal cxaiiiination. Tl^e full fee 
must be paid at this time. Diplomas of foreign countries are accepted by 
the Board, if a four years* course of study has liecn required. 

College Standard. — The Board exacts the requlreinents of tlie Ameri- 
can Medical College Association and tlie Intercollegiate Committee of the 
American Institute of Homeopathy. 

Exemptions. — The law exempts gratuitous s(?rvices, hospital physi- 
cians in the discharge of their Iiospitai or dlsi>ensary duties, legally quali- 
fied consultants from other States, commissioned surgeons of the United 
States Army, Navy or Marine llf>spltai S<?r\ice, chiropodists, midwives, 
masseurs or other manual manipulators who use no otlier means; physi- 
cians residing on the L>ord€r of a nelgliboring State?; provIde<l, tiiat nothing 
in this act shall annul any of the acts of tlie pn^sent d(>ntal law of Mary- 
land, nor shall it apply to any registered graduate of dental surgery now 
practicing in Maryland with sign titles: Dentist, surgeon dentist, dental 
surgeon or stomatologist. 

Reciprocity. — Maryland reciprocates only with the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine within the meaning of this act who shall operate on or prescribe for 
any ailment of another, or who shall append to his or her name the let- 
ters "M.D.,** or prefix the word Doctor or the abbreviation tliereof, "Dr.," 
to his or her name, with the intent thereby to imply that he or she is n 
practitioner of medicine or surgery.

Kach ai)plie:int f(jr n-gistration must fur- 
nisli satlsfae'tory pre>of of he-ing over 21 ye^ars of agp and of goe)d moral 
e'liaracter, whereupon lie is exaiiiine'd in aiintoiny, surgery, pliysiology, 
jiatliohigy, obstetrle-s, gyn»?eology, elingnosis, praetie-e of iiieMlIcIne and 
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hygiene. A diploma is not required. In case of failure, the applicant is 
entitled to re-examination within one year. 

C<^lege Standard. — None. 

Exemptions. — ^The act does not prohibit emergency service, nor the 
domestic administration of family remedies, nor does it apply to a com- 
missioned medical officer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine 
Hospital Service in the performance of his official duty, nor to a legally 
qualified consultant, nor to a physician residing in another State whose 
practice extends into the border towns of this State, provided he does 
not open an office nor designate a place where he may meet patients or 
receive calls, nor to a physician called as the family physician to attend 
a person temporarily abiding in this Commonwealth. Registered pharma- 
cists prescribing gratuitously, osteopaths, clairvoyants, or pereons practic- 
ing hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind cure, massage, Christian science, 
or cosmopathic methods of healing are not iiermitted to hold themselves 
as practitioners of medicine, or to practice or attempt to practice within 
the meaning of this act. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Whoever holds himself out as a practitioner of 
medicine, or practices or attempts to practice medicine in any of its 
branches, is deemed as practicing medicine within the meaning of this act. 



MICHIGAN. 

Board. — The Board of Registration in Medicine consists of ten mem- 
bers — five regulars, two homeopaths, two eclectics and one physio-medi- 
cist — and is appointed by the Governor, the names being selected from the 
latest lists filed in the office of the Secretary of State at Lansing by each 
of the four legally incorporated State medical societies of the schools of 
medicine mentioned. The term of office is four years. President, Dr.

Meetings. — The regular meetings of the Board for examination are 
held beginning on the second Tuesday of June at Ann Arbor and second 
Tuesday in October at Lansing. Preliminary examinations are held simul- 
taneously at Detroit, Bay City, Grand Rapids and Hillsdale, beginning the 
second Tuesday of September of each year. 

Fees. — Examination and registration fee, 5^25.00; for Michigan gradu- 
ates, $10.00. Preliminary examination fee is $5.00. 

Application for I^icensure. — Registration and certificate are granted 
• to applicants who give satisfactory proof of being 21 years of age and 
of good moral character, who possesis a diploma from a collejre recognized 
by the Board, and who had previous to beginning the course in medi- 
cine a diploma from a recognized and reputable higli school, academy, 
college or university having a classical course, or who pass an exami- 
nation before a board of preliminary examiners established by the Board, 
and who satisfactorily ijass an examination in anatomy, physiology. 
chemistry, pathology, materia inoclica and therapeutics, toxicology, his- 
tology, practice* of medicine, surgery, obstetncs, gynecology, mental and 
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nervous diseases of the eye, ear, nose and throat, bacteriology, hygieue, 
public health laws of Michigan and medical jurisprudence. An aver- 
age percentage of at least 75 is required for a passing grade. The 
examination may, at election of applicants, be divided into a primary 
and a final examination, the foimer at the comi)letion of course and 
examinations, at least to the end of second year, in a medical college. 
Graduates of recognized medical colleges whose diplomas date prior to 
September 17, 1903, are exempted from advanced requirements of prelimi- 
nary and medical education. 

College Standard. — Preliminary education: The following credentials 
are recognized by the Board as fulfilling the requirements for entrance to 
an approved and designated medical college subsequent to September IG, 
1903, provided such credentials are in harmony with and equal to the mini- 
mum standard of preliminary education as determined by the Board. 
The secretary of the Board will, on request, issue and sign a certificate 
of indorsement of preliminary education, if the diploma or certificate ful- 
fills and equals the requirements of this Board: 

(a) A diploma from a recognized and reputable literary college hav- 
ing a classical course granting the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or equiva- 
lent degree. 

(b) A diploma from a recognized high school, normal school or 
academy, having a classical course, issued after four years of study. 

(c) A teacher's permanent or life certificate granted on examination 
by the State Board of Education. 

(d) A medical student's certificate issued on examination by any rec- 
ognized State Board of Medical Examiners. 

(e) A student's certificate of examination for admission to the fresh- 
man class of a recognized literary or scientific college. 

(f) A certificate issued by the Board of Preliminary Examiners in 
Michigan of having passed the Board's minimum standard of preliminary 
education. 

The minimum standard of preliminary education adopted by the Board 
consists of 15 units, as follows: (a) Required, English, 3 units; mathemat- 
ics (algebra and geometry), 3 units; Latin. 2 units; physics, 1 unit; (b) 
optional (of which applicants must have had at least G units), Greek, 2 
units; French, 2 units; German, 2 units; English literature, 1 unit; his- 
tory, 2 units; chemistry, 1 unit; botany, 1 unit: zoology, 1 unit; biology 
(half a year each of botany and zoology), 1 unit; trigonometry, plane, 1 
unit. By the term "unit" is meant a subject pursued for not less than 
four periods a w^eek throughout a school year. 

Medical Education. — No medical college is approved by the Board sub- 
sequent to June 14, 1905, nor is a medical diploma recognized unless it ful-' 
fills the minimum standard of medical education established by the Board.

Medical course must cover a four years' course of eight mouths iu 
each caleudar year, the aggregate of which amounts to at least 138 weeks 
of at least 36 hours each week and at least 44 months must have elapsed 
between the student's beginning his first course of lectures and the date 
of his graduation. 

Further, no college is approved which does not have (a) an adequate 
equipment for teaching medicine and surgery in all of its branches; (b) 
modern and up-to-date laboratories, microscopes and other necessary ap- 
paratus found in medical colleges of reputation and standing; (c) ample 
clinical and hospital facilities, and (d) an active and conii>etent faculty, as 
may be determined by the Board. 

E}ach approved college must have a required attendance on 80 per 
cent of all courses and must require an average grade of 75 per cent, on 
examination as a condition of graduation. 

Exemptions. — This act does not apply to c*ommissioned surgeons of 
the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in the actual 
performance of their oflScial duties, nor to regularly licensed physicians 
or surgeons from other States in actual consultation with physicians of 
this State, nor to dentists in the legitimate practice of their profession, 
nor does it prohibit temporary assistance in case of emergency, nor the 
domestic administration of family remedies. 

Reciprocity. — Michigan now reciprocates with Georgia, Illinois, In- 
diana.

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Iks, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, practice of niediciiie, iiie<lical juris- 
prudence, bacteriology, hygiene, and such other branches as the Board 
may direct. The passing grade is 75 per cent, of all questions asked. 
Temporaiy permits are not granted. I^icenses must be recorded in the 
office of the county clerk of the county in which the applicant resides. In 
case of failure, the applicant is entitled to re-examination without extra 
charge within twelve months. 

Students having matriculated in a medical college on or prior to 
March 12, 1901, and presenting a diploma from a medical school in Mis- 
souri are entitled to register on their diploma by paying a fee of $15.00. 

All applicants who desire to talce the State Board examination will 
be requircHl, on and after Julj' 1, IIK),"), to prt^scnt documentary evidence 
or evidence equivalent to graduation from an accredited high school of 
the State. 

College Standard. — ^A college of medicine or surgery to be deemed 
reputable by the Board must require at least four courses of lectures, of 
not less than seven months each, in different years, and must require for 
admission a preliminary education equivalent to graduation from an ac- 
credited high school of this State. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service nor does it 
apply to legally qualified consultants, nor to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Plospital Service in the ofllcial dis- 
charge of their duties. 

— The legislature passed a reciprocal clause granting us 
the privilege to hold reciprocal relation with States having a standard 
of requirements equal to the requirements of tliis State. The reciprocal 
basis is that adopted by the American Confederation of Reciprocating, Ex- 
amining and Licensing Medical Boards.

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine within the meaning of this article who shall profess to be a physi- 
cian and to preis<.Tibe for the sick, or who shall ai)pend to Ins name the 
letters "M.D." 



MONTANA. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of seven 
members appointed by the Governor and holds office for four years. Sec- 
retary, Dr. W. C. Riddell, Helena. 

Meetings. — The Board meets on the lirst Tuesday of April and Octo- 
ber at such place as it may elect.

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Definition <rf Act — "For the purposes of this act the words, "practice 
of medicine, surgery and obstetrics,' shall mean to open an office f<Hr such 
purpose, or to announce to the public, or to any individual in any way, a 
desire or willingness or readiness to treat the sick or afflicted in any 
county in the State of Nevada; or to investigate or diagnosticate, or to 
off^T to Investigate or diagnosticate any physical or mental ailment, or

Kxemptions.— -The act does not apply to commissioned medical officers 
serving in the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, or 
any one actually serving on the resident medical staff of any legally in- 
corporated hospital, or any legally registered dentist, exclusively engaged 
in practicing dentistry; or any manufacturer ot artiticial eyes, limbs or or- 
thopedic instruments or trusses, in lit ting such instruments on persons in 
need thereof, or lawfully qualilied consultants, or physicians residing on 
the border of neighboring States who do not ojien an otlice ov apix)int a 
place to meet patients or receive calls within the State of New Hamp- 
shire; or to the regular or family pliysicians of non-residents when called 
to attend them during a temporary stay in the State; to clairvoyants or to 
persons practicing hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind cure, massage, 
Christian science, or any other method of healing if no drugs are employed 
or surgical operations are performed; provided, such persons do not violate 
any of the provisions of this act in relation to the use of "M.D." or the 
title of doctor or physician.

— Any i>erson holding liimself out to the public as 
a physician aud surgeon, or advertising as such, or who appends the let- 
ters "M.D." to his name, or who assumes or advertises the title of doctor 
(or any title wiiich shall show or tend to show that the person assuming 
or advertising the same is a practitioner of any of the branches of medi- 
cine) in such manner as to convey the impression that he is a legal prac- 
titioner of medicine, or of any of its branches, is deemed practicing medi- 
cine within the meaning of this act.

President, Dr. Ed- 
ward Hill Baldwin, Newark; Secn^tary, E. L. B. Godfrey, Camden; Act- 
ing Secretary, Dr. Wm. H. Shipps. Bordentown. 

Meetings. — Meetings are held at Trenton on the third Tuesday of 
June and October, and at such other times and places as the Board may 
deem expedient. 

Fees. -Examination fee, .$25.00. 

Application for Licensure. — l^^ach applicant for examination must pre- 
sent satisfactory ]>roof of IxMiig wun-o tlian 21 ycMirs of age, of ]>ossessing 
M irood moral cliMi'aclcr. and of hnvinu" obtained, at least, a certificate or 
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diploma issued after four years of study either in a normal, manual train- 
ing or high school of the first grade in New Jersey, or its eiiuivaleut as 
determined by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction of this State, 
either from credentials submitted or a eertiticate of examination from the 
State or County Board of Examiners for Teacliers. He must have gradu- 
ated from a medical college recognized by the Board and pass an exam- 
ination in writing before this board in nine sections, embnicing ninety 
questions on fourteen subjects, viz.: Materia medica and therapeuties, 
obstetrics and gynecology, practice of medicine, including physical diag- 
nosis and diseases of the skin, nose and thro:it: surgery, including surgical 
anatomy and diseases of the eye, ear and gonito-urinary organs, anatomy, 
physiology, chemistry, histology, pathology and bacteriology, hygiene and 
medical jurisprudence. 

A general average of not less than 75 per cent, is required to obtain 
a license. 

College Standard. — The standard of requirements of New Jersey is as 
follows: Preliminary Education. — A high school diploma issued after 
four years of study in a high school of the lirst grade in this State, or its 
equivalent as determined by the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion of New Jersey, either from credentials submitted or a certifi<}ate of 
examination from the State or County Board of Examiners for Teachers. 
Medical Education.— Four courses of lectures of at least seven months 
each, in four different calendar years prior to graduation from a medical 
college approved by this Board. Exemption is granted to experienced 
practitioners on the basis of five years of reputable and continuous prac- 
tice as the equivalent of one course of lectures in the case of graduation 
prior to July 4, 189v>, and ten years of practice for two courses of lec- 
tures prior to July 4, 1894. This exemption will be specified in the license. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned medical offi- 
c^ers of the United States Armj-, Navy and Marine Hospital Service, while 
so commissioned; or to lawfully qualified consultants; or to a legally quali- 
fied physician of another State taking charge of the practice of a physician 
of this State temporarily during the latter 's absence therefrom, provided 
application for permission to do so has been filed with the Board and 
granted; or to any legally qualified physician of another State, provided 
such practitioner shall not open an oflice or a place for the practice of his 
profession within New Jersey: or to anycFue serving as a member of the 
resident medical staff of a legally incorporated charitable or municipal 
hospital; or to any legally qualified or registered dentist, exclusively en- 
gaged in practicing the art of dentistry, or to anyone who has been prac- 
ticing in the State since before .July 4, 18f)0. provided such right to prac- 
tice was obtained on a duly registered diploma issued l>y a legally char- 
tered and recognized medical institution, or to any resident of the State 
who has been continuously engaged in giving treatment by electricity 
during the past fourteen years; provided, such person graduated from a 
legally incorporate<l electro-therapeutic school in good standing; or to 
any legally licensed and registered pharmacist of the State actually en- 
gaged in the practice of his profession, but who does not carry on the 
business of a dispensaiy unless it is in charge of a legally licensed physi- 
cian of the State: or to any legally license<l veterinary or dentist eng:ige<l

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NEW MEXICO. 

Board. — The Board of Health is composed of seven niembers, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and holds office for two years. President, Dr. 
G. W. Harrison, Albuquerque, N. M.; Secretary, Dr. B. D. Blaclc, Las 
Vegas. 

Meetings.— The Board meets in the city of Santa Fe on the first Mon- 
day of June and December. 

Fees. — Examination or license fee, $25.00. 

Application for IJceneui'e. — Any person presenting satisfactory evi- 
dence of graduation from a medical college in good standing is licensed 
without examination. The applicant must be a resident of tlie Territory. 
Certificates must be registered with the county clerk of the county In 
which the applicant resides. 

College Standard. — ^A medical college in good standing is declared to 
be one of at least ten years' continuous esislence, one which now re- 
quires a high-school certificate or its equivalent for admission to it, and 
which now requires an attendance on and gives four full courses in four 
separate years, and one which has ample clinical facilities such aa are for- 
nisbed in large cities. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous services in case oC 
emergency, or the domestic administration of family remedies, or women 
from practicing midwifery, and does not apply to surgeons of the United 
States services in the discharge of their official duties. 

Reciprocity. — On payment of the regular fee the Board may grafit ~J 
licenses to licentiates of other States and Territories which have like re- 1 
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quirements, and when said States and Territories reciprocate in this 
matter. 

Definition of Act — The words "practice of medicine'* mean to open an 
office for such purpose or to announce to the public or to any individual 
in any way a desire or willingness or readiness to treat the sick or af- 
fiicted, or to investigate or diagnose, or offer to investigate or diagnose, 
any physical or medical ailment or disease of any person, or to suggest, 
recommend, prescribe or direct, for the use of any person any drug, medi- 
cine, appliance or other agency, whether material or not material for the 
cure, relief or palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, 
or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture, or bodily injury or de- 
formity, after having received or with the intent of receiving therefor, 
either directly or indirectly, any bonus, gift or compensation. 



NEW YORK. 

Board. — New York has three separate State Boards of Medical Ex- 
aminers, consisting of seven members each, representing the regular, 
homeopathic and eclectic medical societies of the State. The Boards are 
appointed by the Regents of the University of the State of New York from 
lists nominated by the three societies. The term of oflSce is three years. 
Officers of Kxamining Boards representing the (1) State Medical Society: 
President, Dr. William Warren Potter, Buffalo; Secretary, Dr. Maurice 
J. Lewi, Broadway and Twenty-sixth Street, New York City. (2) Homeo- 
pathic: President, Dr. John M. Lee, Rochester; Secretary, Dr. J. Willis 
Gandee, 501 Fayette Park, Syracuse. (3) Eclectic: President, Dr. Lee H. 
Smith, Buffalo; Secretary, Dr. Arthur R. Tlel, Matteawan. 

All correspondence concerning medical laws and medical schools 
should be directed to the First Assistant CJommissioner of Education. 
Dr. Howard J. Rogers, Albany. Correspondence relating to the details of 
examinations should be directed to the Chief of Examination Division, 
Mr. Charles F. Wheelock, Albany. 

Meetings. — Examinations are held in January, May, June and Septem- 
ber in New York, Albany, Syracuse and Buffalo. The questions are sub- 
mitted by the State Boards, which also grade the answers, to the regents 
who conduct the examinations. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00; county clerk's certificate and regis- 
tration fee, 11.00. In case of failure applicants are not entitled to re- 
examination without fee within six months. 

Application for Licensure. — The regents admit to examination any 
candidate who pays the prescribed fee and submits satisfactory evidence. 
verified by oath, that he is more than 21 years of age; is of good moral 
character; has the general education required preliminary to receiving the 
degree of bachelor or doctor of medicine in the State of New York; has 
studied medicine not less than four school years of at least nine months 
each, including four satisfactory courses of at least six months each in four 
different calendar years in a medical school registered as maintaining at 
the time a satisfactory standard. The regents may in their discretion ac- 
cept as the equivalent for any part of the third and fourth requirement 
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I'vidtMK'i' (»r live ov iiioi-<' yojirs rcputnbU' prjicti<'(.*, provided that siioli insti- 
tution be spocillcul in the licons<s juid ns tlio equivalent of tlio llrst year 
of the fourtli iV(iuii'onient evidence of jj:raduat ion from a rejjistered college 
coui'so, pr(>vid(»d tliat such college course sliall liave Included not less than 
the niininiuni requirements prescribed l>y tlie rej?ents for such admission 
to advanced standing (inoperative at present). Licensing examinations 
are hi'ld In anatimiy, i)liysiology and hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstet- 
tics, patliology and diagnosis, and tlierai)eutics, incrluding practice and ma- 
teria medica. Questions in tlienipeuties, practice and metoria inedica may 
l)e chosen Uy tlie candidate from tliose prei)ared by the Hoard selected by 
liim as l)einjr in iinrmony willi tlie tenets of his school of practice. The 
license obtained on this examination must l)e registered with the county 
clerk in the county in wiiicli tlie applicant desires to practice. The regents 
may also admit conditionally to the examination in anatomy, physiology 
and hygiene and chemistry, applicants 1\) years of age, certified as having 
studied medicine not less than two full yi'ars of at least nine months each, 
in two ditTerent calejidar years in a medical school registered as main- 
taining at the time a satisfa(;tory standard, provided that such applicant 
uuhHs the second and third rciiuIremont'S and iiad either received the de- 
gree of Bachelor or Doctor of Medicine from some registered medical 
school. Licenses must be registered witli the county clerli of the county 
in which tlie api)licant intends to practice. 

(•ollege Standard. — New York medical schools and New York medical 
students shall not be discriminated against by th(» registration of any 
medical school out of the State whose minimum graduation standard is 
less than that lixed by statute for New York medical schools. 

rreliminary l]<lucation. — The degree of Bachelor or Doctor of Medi- 
cine shall not be conferred in this State before the candidate has filed with 
the Institution ccmferring it the certificate of the regents that before be- 
ginning the first annual medical course counted toward the degree, unless 
matriculattHl conditionally as hereinafter si)ecified, he had either gradu- 
ated from a registered college or satisfactorily completed a full course in 
a regist<»red academy or high school; or had a preliminary education con- 
sid<»red and accepted by the regents as fully (Mjuivalent; or had passed 
regents' examination as hereinafter i)rovIded. A medical school may ma- 
triculate conditionally a student deficient in not more than one year's aca- 
demic work or 15 counts of the preliminary education requirement, pro- 
vide<l tlu; name and deficiency of each student so matriculated be filed 
at the regent's otfice within thre<» months after matriculation, and that the 
(lefici<'ncy be made up before the student l)egins the second annual medi- 
cal <*ourse counted toward the degree. 

All matriculants after January 1, 181)7, must secure (W) (48 old) aca- 
demi<- counts, or their full e(iulvalent, before beginning the first annual 
medual CH)urse c<»nnted toward the degret\ unless admitted conditionally, 
as hereinafter specified, when the de^ficiency must l)e made up before the 
student begins th(» second annual ni<»dlcal course counted toward the 
deiTiNM'. 

'i'iie regents will accept as fully cqnival<'nt to I lie required academic 
• •oiii'sc any 'MIC of tlic following (a » ccrliiicate of having succ*»ssfully 
coiiiplctcd Ml l«visl :i riill vc.-ir's c(»nrsc of stmly in tlic colli»jLriate depart 
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iiK'iit of any c-olleire or univiTsity, registertnl by llie regeuts as iiuiintaiu- 
ing a satisfactory standard; (bi a cortititate of having passed in a regis- 
tered institution examinations equivalent to tlie full collegiate course of 
the freshman year or to a oompletod academic iH>ursc; (c) regents' pass- 
cards for any 00 academic counts or any regents' diploma; (d^ a certiti- 
cate of graduation from any registered gymnasium in Germany. Austria 
or Russia; (e) a eertilicate of the successful completion of a course of five 
years in a registered Italian ginnasio and three years in a liceo; (f) the 
bachelor's degree in arts or science or substantial equivalents fi*om any 
registered institution in France or Spain: (g» any credential from a regis- 
tered institfitiou or from the government in any State or countiy which 
i*epresents the completion ot a course of study equivalent to gi'aduation 
from a registered New Yorlv high school or academy or from a registered 
Prussian g>'mnasium. 

After June 1, 10(K>, matriculates may obtain the medical student cer- 
tificate bj' passing regent's examinations in the following set subji*cts: 
Algebra, 5; geometry, 5; English 1(>: Iviitiu grammar. H: Latin c*omposi- 
tion. 2; Caesar, G; physics, 5; chemistry. 5; American histoiy and civics. 
5; or in lieu thereof by passing in sul)jects aggregating liO academic counts. 

(The term **count'' usually means a subject pursued for not less than 
one hour per week throughout a school year, or approximately thirty- 
six hours.) 

A medical school may matriculate conditionally a student deficient 
in not more than one year's academic work or twelve counts of the pre- 
liminary education requirement, the deficiency to be made up before the 
student begins the second annual medical course toward the degree. The 
full number of counts required is 48 on the old basis. 00 on the new. 
The regents do not recognize medical schools granting time credits for a 
degree in dentistry, pharmacy or veterinary surgery. 

Medical Educatiqn. — The registration of medical schools has reference 
to the professional education requirement and not to the general prelimi- 
nary education, which must be met by the candidates for admission to 
New York medical schools and receives independent action. New York 
medical schools and N(»w York medical students are not discriminated 
against by the registration of any meilicnl schools out of the State. 
Schools are registered in full or accredited in three classes as they afford 
opportunity to study medicine with suitable facilities for four full years 
(regfetered). three full years (class 1>, two full years (class 2). or one 
full year (<-lass r»>. The medical schools of the United States registered 
or accre<lited by the depart m(»iit fall into two groups: (1) Those registered 
or accredited for admission to tlie licensing examination after formal ap- 
plication authenticated by seal or nfiidavit and the signature of the exec- 
utive oftieer; (2) those registered or accredited for admission to registered 
medical schools. 

Exemptions. — The act does not affect commissioned medical ofliicers 
serving in the United States Army, Xa^'y or Marine Hospital Service, 
while so r<imniissiniird: or any oiu' wliile actually serving on the resident 
nuKlical staff of any Irirally inc()r|H»ial«d hospital: nr any legally regls- 
t(»red dentists. (»x<-lnsiv«'ly riiirnucMl in pr.KtirinLr d«Mitistry: or any mann 
fnrtun»r of nrtitiri:il limbs. <«vrs ny ori IiM|i«'<li<- iii<i rnnuMiis. or irnss«'s. 
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in fitting such Instruments on persons in need tliereof. Ijegally qualified 
consultanis; pliysicians residing on the border of a neighboring State and 
legally qualified to practice medicine who do not open an office or appoint 
a place to meet patients or receive calls within the State. 

Reciprocity. — New York reciprocates only with New Jersey. Appli- 
cants examined and licensed by other State Examining Boards registered 
by the regents as maintaining standards not lower than those provided 
by this article (inoperative), and applicants who matriculated in a New 
York medical school before June 5, 180Q, and who received the degree 
M.D. from a registered medical school befoi*e August 1, 1895, may, with- 
out further examination, on the payment of $10 to the regents, and on 
submitting such evidence as they may require, receive from them an en- 
dorsement of their licenses or diplomas conferring all rights and privileges 
of a regent's license issued after examination. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who appends the letters "M.D." to his 
name, or who assumes or advertises the title of Doctor or any title which 
shows or tends to show that the person assuming or advertising the same 
is a practitioner of any of the branches of medicine, in such a manner 
as to convey the impression that he is a legal practitioner of medicine or 
any of its branches, is considered as practicing medicine within the mean- 
ing of this act. 



NORTH CAROLINA. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of seven 
members, who are appointed by the State Medical Society, to hold office 
for six years. President, Dr. C. O'H. Laughinghouse, Greenville; Secre- 
tary, Dr. George W. Pressly, Charlotte. 

Meetings. — The Board meets the Wednesday preceding the regular 
meeting of the State Medical Society at the place designated for said 
meeting. 

Fees. — Examination and annual license fee, $10.00; temporaiy license, 
$5.00; recording fee, $0.25. 

Application for Licensure. — The Board examines all applicants pos- 
sessing a diploma or furnishing satisfactory proof of graduation from 
a medical college in good standing in anatomy, physiology, surgery, path- 
ology, medical hygiene, chemistry, pharmacy, materia medica, therapeu- 
tics, obstetrics, g^mecology and pediatrics and the practice of medicine. 
Certificates must be registered with a county clerk. Two members of 
-lie Board may grant a temporary license to applicants complying witli 
the requirements. An average of 80 per cent, is required, with not less 
than 35 per cent, in any one branch. 

College Standard. — The requirements for recognition are not less 
than three years of medi<'nl work, nnd siu-li facilities for clinical instruc- 
tion as may be prescribed by the Board. 

Exemptions. — Midwives and outside consultants are the only exemp- 
tions made. 

Reciprocity. — None. 
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NORTH DAKOTA. 

Board. — ^The Examining Board consists of nine members, two of 
whom must be homeopaths and one a lawyer, and is appointed by the 
Grovernor, to serve four years. President, J. P. Aylen, M.D., Sheldon; 
Secretary, II. M. Wheeler, M.D., Grand Forks. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in Grand Forks the first Tuesday ia 
January, April, July and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $20.00. 

Application for Licensure. — The Board requires for licensure a di- 
ploma and passing a satisfactory examination in anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, pathology, tlierapeutics, diseases of women and children, nerv- 
ous diseases, diseases of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence, surgery, 
obstetrics, preventive medicine, histology, and such other subjects as the 
TSoard deems advisable. A general average of not less than 75 per cent 
is required, and the applicant must not fall below 65 per cent, in any one 
bninch. Temporary licenses are not granted. 

College Standard. — Ciraduation from a reputable college giving four 
courses of lectures of at least eight months each is the adopted standard. 
For all graduates of 1905 and thereafter the Board insists on the mini- 
mum entrance and cunlculum adopted by the American Confederation 
of Reciprocating, Examining and Licensing Boards, and no college failing 
to conform to the same will be regarded as "reputable" within the mean- 
ing of the law. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous assistance in cases 
of emergency, nor does it apply to surgeons in the United States Army or 
Navy, or legally qualified consultants. 

Iteciprocity. — The Board, in its discretion, may grant a license for the 
same fee, without examination, to applicants examined and licensed by 
other State Examining Boards maintaining standards not lower than those 
provided for in this article. 

Definition of Act — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine who 
appends the letters "M.D." or "M.B." to his name, or who, for a fee, pre- 
scribes, directs or recommends for the use of any person, any drug or 
medicine or other agency for the treatment, care or relief of any wound, 
fracture or bodily injury, infirmity or disease. 



OHIO. 



The Board. — The Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, appoints the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion, consisting of seven members, to serve for seven years, representa- 
tion being given to schools of practice in the State as nearly as possible 
in proportion to their numerical strength in the State, but no one school 
to have a majority of the whole Board. President, Dr. S. B. McGavran, 
Cadiz; Secretary, Dr. D. N. Kinsman, Columbus. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in Columbus on the second Tuesday of 
June and December. 

Fees. — Examination, ^25.00: recording fee, ^0.50. Pheliminarj* exami- 
nation fee, $2.00. In case of failure applicant is entitled to re-examina- 
tion within twelve months. 
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Ai>i)lic;itioii tor IJceiisiuv. I'lic Jii)i)licaul must lile with tiio secrelar.v 
a writ ten ai)i)licatioii on a form prescrihed by the Board, verified by oath, 
and turnisli sn lis factory proof that he is moi*e than 21 years old and is 
of good moral character. In the application, as a condition of admission 
to the examination, he must produce acceptable credentials of j)reliminar3^ 
education (sc^ college standard) and must i)rosent either a diploma from 
some legally chartered medical institution in tlie United States in good 
standing at the time of issuing such diploma, as defined by the Board; 
or a diploma or license approved by the Board, wliich has conferred the 
full right to practice all branches of medicine or surgery in some foreign 
country. The diploma or license, legally certilied, must be presented with 
the application, together with such other data l)earing on the applicant's 
medical education as the Board may require. If the evidence submitted 
is satisfactory to the Board, the applicant is admitted to an examination 
in anatomy, physiology, pathology, chemistrj', materia medica and thera- 
peutics, the principles and practice of medicine, surgeiy, obstetrics, and 
such other subjects as the; Board may requii'e. Examinations in materia 
medica, therapeutics and practice are conducted by t\w member or mem- 
bers of the Board representing the applicant's school of practice. Certifi- 
cates must be recorded with the probate judge of the county in which 
the applicant resides. On change of residence the certificate must be 
recorded anew by the I'robate Judge of the county into which the holder 
removes. 

College Standard. — l*reliminary Kequir(»ments.--ln accordance with 
the law of April 14, 1900, the Board api)()int<Hl and certified four' persons 
to act as preliminary examiners, one oacli at ('incinnati, Columbus, Cleve- 
land and Toledo. These examiners are empowered to issue certificates to 
prospective matriculants in Ohio medical colleges which guarantee proper 
preliminary education, and which are upon (1) acceptable credentials or 
(2) upon examination. 

The credentials which may be accepted are as foUow^s: (a) A diploma 
from a reputable college granting the degree of A.B., B.^. or equivalent 
degree; (b) a diploma from a high school of the first grade, normal school 
or seminary, legally constituted, issued after four years of study; (c) a 
teacher's permanent or life certificate; (d) a medical student's certificate of 
examination for admission to the freshman class of a reputable literary 
or scientific college. 

The following standard for examination for entrance to medical col- 
leges was adopted, to takt* effect :ifter July 1, V,H)'.\. Latin, two years; 
English literature, composition and rhetoric; history of the United States; 
civics; algebra, through equations; jjlane gt^omelry; physics; physiogra- 
phy (or chemistry); botany (or zoology). 

A general average of 75 per cent, is required. Conditions are al- 
lowed in two branches to be removed by examination l)efore the begin- 
ning of the sophomore year in medical college. 

Medical Education. — Four full courses of not less than seven months 
each in four separate years. 

Exenq)tions. — The act does not prohibit s(M*vice in case of emergency, 
or the domestic administration of family reni(Mlies: nor does it apply to 
nnv commissioned nu'dicnl olticer (tf tiie ( Jovernnient service in the dis- 
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charge of bis professional dmies; nor (o any legally (lualitied dentist 
when eni^aged exclusively in the practice of dentistry; nor to legally quali- 
fied consultants; nor to legally qualified physicians or surgeons residing 
on the border of neighboring States, whose practice extends into the limits 
of this State; nor to any osteopath who passes an examination before the 
Board in anatomj', physiology, obstetrics and physical diagnosis, and who 
is licensed to practice osteopathy in the State, but not permitted to admin- 
ister drugs nor to i)erform major surgery. 

Reciprocity. — Tlve law contains a provision for reciprocity. Illinois.

Definition, of Act. — "Any i)ersou shall be regarded as iiracticing medi- 
cine or surgery or midwifery within the moaning of this act who shall use 
the words or letters, 'Dr..' Doctor,' 'Profossor,' 'M.D.,' 'M. B.,' or any other 
title In connection with his name, which in any way represents him as en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine or surgery, or midwifery, in any of its 
brauches, or who shall prescribe or who shall recommend, for a fee, for 
like use any drug or medicine, appliance, application, operation or treat- 
ment of whatever nature, for cure or relief of any wound, fracture or 
bodily injury, infirmity or disease. The use of any of the above men- 
tioned words or letters, or titles in such connection, and under such cir- 
cumstances as to induce the belief that the person who uses them is en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine or surgerj' or midwifery in any of its 
branches, shall be deemed and accepted as prima facie proof of an intent 
on the part of surh person to represent himself as engaged in the practice 
medicine or surgery or midwifery."

Application for Licensure.- -Application must be made' in writing, ac- 
companied by the fee. and proof of ten years continuous practice, or proof 
of graduation from a reputable medical college. Acc<*ptance by the Board 
of the evidence pres<'iited entitles the apiilicant to an examination in an- 
atomy, chemistry, physiology, materia medica and theraiieutics, medical 
jurisprudence, surgery, obstetrics. i)hysical diagnosis and the general prac- 
tice of medicine.

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service, in the discharge of their official duties, legally qualified dentists 
engaged exclusively in the practice of dentistry; legally qualified consult- 
ants; practitioners residing on the border of a neighboring State and who 
do not open an office or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls 
within the limits of this Territory, and any osteopath who passes the ex- 
aminations in anatomy, physiology, obstetrics and physical diagnosis, are 
not affected by the act. 
Reciprocity. — None. 



OREGON. 

Board.^The State Board of Examiners consists of five members — 
three regulars, one homeopath and one eclectic — appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, to hold office for four years. President, Dr. A. B. Gillis, Salem; 
Secretary, Dr. Byron E. Miller, "The Dekum," Portland. 

Meetings. — The Board meetings are held on the first Tuesday of Jan- 
uary and July in Portland. Special meetings may be called If necessary. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, set- 
ting forth the actual time spent by the applicant in the study of medicine 
and surgeiy, and where, and length of time engaged in actual practice. 
On approval of such evidence by the Board, the applicant is examined in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, practice of 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women, medical jurisprudence, 
diagnosis, pathology, diseases of children, diseases of the nervous system, 
histology, diseases of the eye and ear, and such other branches as the 
Board may deem advisable. Licenses must be filed with the county clerk 
of the county in which the applicant intends to practice. 

Ck)llege Standard. — A diploma is not required. 

Exemptions. — The law makes no exemptions, except that dentists, in 
the practice of their profession, are not affected by the act. 

Reciprocity. — Although the law provides for reciprocal registration, 
the Board, at present, does not reciprocate with any other State. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine 
within the meaning of this act who appends the letters "M.D." or "M.B." 
to his name, or, for a fee, prescribes, directs or recommends, for the use 
of any person, any drug or medicine or agency for the treatment, cure 
or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, infirmity or disease. 



PENNSYLVANIA.

Meetings. — The Board holds two meetings each j'^ear, at such time 
and place as it may select. 

Fees. — ETxaminatiou fee, $25.00; registration fee, $1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicants are required to furnish satis- 
factory evidence of being more than 21 yeai*s of age, of good moral char- 
acter, and of having obtained a competent school education, and of having 
received a diploma conferring the degree of medicine from some legally 
incorporated medical college of the United States, or a diploma or license 
conferring the full right to practice all the branches of medicine and sur- 
gery in some foreign country. On paying the prescribcnl examination fee 
the Medical Council, if satisfied with the evidence presented by the appli- 
cant, issues an order for examination before such one of the State Boards 
of Medical Examiners as the applicant may select. In case of failure at 
any such examination, the candidate, after the expiration of six months 
and within two years, shall have the privilege of a second examination 
by the same Board to which application was first made, without the pay- 
ment of an additional fee. 

Examinations dre held in the following branches: Anatomy, physi- 
ology, hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathology,' diagnosis, thera- 
peutics, practice of metlicine and materia medica. Licenses must be reg- 
istered with the prothonotarj' of the court of common pleas in the county 
in which the applicant resides. 

College Standard. — The Medical Council has prescribed a minimum 
preliminary education requirement for matriculation in the medical col- 
leges of Pennsylvania as follows: (a) A diploma of a literary or scien- 
tific college, a State normal school, a high school having a course of not 
less than three years, or an academy having an approved high school 
standing; (b) a teacher's permanent certificate issued by the school de- 
partment of Pennsylvania; (c) the certificate of a legally authorized State 
Examining Board covering required subjects; (d) a certificate showing 
three years' completed work in an approved high school, oflftcially signed 
and sealed by the principal or olher autliorized officer: (e) in lieu of any 
of the above, an equivalent examination.

l^oanl. The Coiiimissioucr of Public Health for the Philippine 
Islands appoints the Hoard of Medical Examiners, consisting of three 
physicians. The term of office is three years. The Board appertains to 
the Department of the Interior so far as executive action may be required 
in connection with it. Dr. Edw. C. (.'artiM-. U. S. A., Manila, is the Com- 
missioner of Health.

Meetings. — The Board meets iu Manila for the purpose of examining 
candidates on the second Tuesday of January, April, July and October. 

Fees. — Oertiticate of registration, .$15.0<). 

Application for Licensure. — The Board issues a certificate of regis- 
tration to any person who furnishes satisfactoi*y proof of having received 
a diploma as Doctor of Medicine from a chartered medical school or col- 
lege in good standing, or a degr(M^ as licentiate of medicine and surgery 
from the St. Thomas University in the city of ^lanila, or who has received 
permission to appear brfore a Medical Board of Examination with a view 
of obtaining a license to i)ractice medicine, and Avho passes a successful 
examination before the Board in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia 
medica and therapeutics, pathology and bacteriology; hygiene, surgery, 
practice of medicine, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, diseases 
of the nervous system, diseases of the eye and ear, and medical jurispru- 
dence. Examinations may be written or oral, or both. In case of fail- 
ure the applicant is not permitted again to present himself for examination 
until the^period of six months has elapsed. 

The Board issues four forms of certificates of registration — one for 
l)ersons holding the degree of Doctor of Medicine, another for iHirsons 
holding the degree of IJcentiate of Medicine, a third for undergraduates 
in medicine, and a fourth for midwives. C'ertiticates must lye recorded in 
the ofiice of the registrar of deeds in the province or i)rovinces in which 
the ai)plicant may desire to i)raetice. The usual fees are charged, for 
recording such certificates. 

Any iKM'sou who has i)assed th<? requisite examination before a Board 
of Examiners convened pursuant to Special Orders No. 5, office of the 
United States Military Government in the Philii)pine Islands, dated Feb- 
ruary 2."3, 1JK)U, and Circular No. G, sanu^ authority, datcH^l April 1, 1900, is 
not rccpiired to undergo another examination. Th(» fee for such certifi- 
cate? is .I^IO.OO. 

Any person who has studied medicine in the St. Thomas University 
of the city of Afanila for a period of not less than two years, and who 
has received the title of "cirujnno nnnisfninte" from said univ<'rsity, may 
be n'gistered to pi'actice medicine in remote towns of a i)rovince, where 
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no civilian doctor of medieini' or licentiate of medicine is available, on 
passing a satisfactory examination before the i»r(»vincial I^oard of Health 
for tlie province in wliich he desires to practice. 'I'lie fiH> ftu* such certili- 
eate is $5.00. 

College Standard. — No information at hand. 

Exemptions. — The act does not proliibit the reuderin.u- of services in 
ca.ses of emergency or the administration of family remedies; nor does 
it apply to medical officers of tlie United States Armj', Navy or Marine 
Hospital Service, nor to physicians or surgeons from other conntries, 
provinces or cities, called in consultation, nor to actual medical students 
liracticing medicine under the direct supervision of a preceptor who is a 
registered doctor of medicine.

Those applicants who hold 
a diploma, but whose term of attendance was less than four years, must * 
pass on both the junior and senior curriculum j as must also those attend- 
ing a four years* course who can not produce a certificate showing that 
they attained a mark of 75 per cent, on all branches of their college 
cnrricnlnm. 

Ck>Uege Standard. — Four years of at least twenty-six weeks each, no 
two courses to be given in the same calendar year.

for the issuance of a certificate of permanent license, $5.00. County re- 
cording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by examination fee, and satisfactory proof that* the applicant is 
of good moral character. A diploma is not required. All 'applicants are 
examined In anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, surgery, obstet- 
rics, materia- medica and practice, and the branches peculiar to the teach- 
ings of the school attended by the applicant. Certificates of license must 
bo recorded with the county clerk of the county in which the applicant 
proposes to practice within three months from date of issuance. Prac- 
titioners who have registered in the county in which they reside may go 
from one county to another on professional duties without being required 
to register.

Fees. — Examination, $15.00; licenst* fee, $5.00; county recording fee, 
no cents. 

Application for Licensure. — On presentation and approval of a di- 
ploma from a reputal)le college, th(i applicant is entitled to an examina- 
tion in anatomy, histology, physiology, obstetrics, gjniecology, pathology, 
urinalysis, chemistry, toxicology, dietetics, pliysical and general diagnosis, 
and hygiene. The examination in materia medica, therai>eutics and prac- 
tice is conducted by members of the Board representing the school of 
practice which the applicant claims or intends to follow. Licenses must 
be recorded with the county clerk of the county in which the applicant 
desires to practice. 

College Standard. — Four courses of not less than seven months each, 
no two courses to be taken within any one twelve months, and a prelimi- 
nary education requirement equivalent to graduation from an accredited 
high school of Wisconsin.

— Every person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
oBteopathy within the meaning of this act, who appends to his name the 
letters "M.D.," "M.B." or "D.O.," "Dr.," Doctor, or any other letters of 
designation with intent to represent that he is a physician, surgeon or 
osteopathist; or who for a fee prescribes drugs or other medical or sur- 
gical treatment for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture, bodily in- 
jury, infirmity or disease. 



WYOMING. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of three 
members, and is appointed by the Governor, to hold office for four years. 
President, Dr. E. P. Rohrbaugh, Casper; Secretary, Dr. S. B. Miller, 
Laramie. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings of the Board for the purpose' of exami- 
nations will be held on the first Wednesday in March, June, September 
and December, at the State Capitol, in Cheyenne, Wyoming. 

Examination Fee. — Fee, $25.00. Failing to pass the examination, the 
applicant may pres-ent himself for re-examination within one year, with- 
out payment of additional fee. 

Application for Licensure. — The applicant must present to the Board 
for. verification a diploma issued by a regularly chartered college, recog- 
nized by the State Board of Health or the State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers of the State in which it is located. On approval of the diploma, 
he is reciuired to take an examination in the following subjects: Anat- 
omy, physiology, chemistry and toxicology, pathology, physical diagnosis, 
gynecology, principles of surgeiy, obstetrics, hygiene and bacteriology, and 
such other branches as are necessary to complete the system of which he 
is a practitioner. An average grade of 75 per cent, in all branches is 
required, and not less than 60 per cent, in any one branch. Certificates 
issued to persons who successfully paws these examinations must be re- 
corded in the office of the county clerlv of the county in which such per- 
sons desire to practice. 

College Standard. — Recognition by examining boards of the State in 
which college is located. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service in case of 
emergency; nor does it apply to commissioned surgeons of the United 
States Army or Navy, nor to medical examiners of relief departments of 
railroad companies, nor to legally qualified consultants, nor to physicians 
and surgeons residing on the border of a neighboring State. 

Reciprocity. — The Board may, in its discretion, grant certificates on 
licenses Issued by the Medical Examining Board of the District of Colum- 
bia, or of any State or Territoi-y of the Ignited States, provided they have 
been granted on requirements no less than those of Wyoming, and pro- 
vided, further, that the l^ard of the State or Territory issuing the license 
reciprocates on the same terms with Wyoming.

rectly or indirectly, any fee, gift or compensation; or who maintains an 
office for the reception, examination and treatment of any person suffer- 
ing from disease or injury of body or mind; or who attaches the title of 
"M. D.,*' surgeon, doctor, or any other word or abbreviation to his luime 
indicating that he is engaged in the practice of medicine. 



CUBA. 



Graduates of foreign institutions must present their degree to the 
Department in Charge of Public Insti*uction, and this degree must be reg- 
istered by the TTniversity of Havana, providing it has been issued by an 
autliorized institution, one which fully authorizes professional practice in 
the country. State or Teriitoiy wherein the degree was issued; that the 
signatures thereto are duly legalized; each of these requirements to be 
proven by a certificate properly attested. 

After having furnished sucli proofs, the dc^partment grants permis- 
sion for an examination, the petitioner to be properly identified, on re- 
ceipt of .$3r).00 in United States money or its equivalent. The examina- 
tion is theoretical, and consists of a clinical examination of one patient, 
description of th(^ method of performing a prescribed operation, and a 
thesis, }iv(» hours being allowed for the writing of this thesis. All exam- 
inations, both written and oral, are held in Spanish, or through an inter- 
l)reter: the interi>reter to be chosen by the department, the applicant to 
pay .^ir>.(W) for his services. Re-examination after six months without 
(^xtra cliarge is permitted. 



MEXICO. 

All i)ersons who desire to practice medicine in Mexico must pass an 
examination, irrespective of any degrees which they may hold. The ex- 
aminations vary in ditferent States, but all are conducted in Spanish and 
are verv severe. 



PANAMA. 

Registration to practice medicine* is muler the control of the National 
Roard of Health. E'ach applicant must liave a diploma acceptable to the 
Board. A retiuired fee of ^2()0, payable in tlie currency of the country, 
is at the present time worth nearly $100 gold. The country will probably 
go on a gold basis, and if it does the fe(\ of course, will be payable in 
gold. It is understood that the examination will be oral and in either 
Spanish, French or English. ;is all three of these languages are in general 
iLse on till* istlinnis. The law. however, says that the examination shall 
!)(» ill the form :m<l acconling io \hv |)n»gnmi established by the Board in 
«'a<'h case, and niuh*r lluU soil of ;i rule tliey liMve a right to do anything 
tliey pleMse. 'Die president of llie Nalional r.ojird of Health is Dr. C. T-.. 
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Urriola, Panama. This law does uot apply to the zone controlled by the 
United States Goveninient. Laws for this zone will probably bi^ passed 
by the Canal Commission. 



DOMINION OF CANADA. 

British Columbia. — The (jouncil admits on the register any i)orson 
who produces from any college or strhool of medicine and surgery, requir- 
ing at least four years of study, a diploma of qujilitication; provitled that 
where the college or school of medicine did not require a course of study 
of at least four years, but a post-graduate course had been taken, whicli 
in point of time, added to the college or school of medicine course, com- 
pletes a period of four years, it will be deemed sufficient. The applicant 
must also furnish evidence of identification, and pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination, orally and in writing, in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, path- 
ology, materia medica and medical jurisprudence, theory and practice of 
medicine, theory and practice of surgery, clinical medicine, clinical surgery, 
obstetrics and diseases of women and children. 

The examination fee is $100, fifty of which is returned to the candi- 
date in case of his failure to pass the examination. Two examinations 
are held each year, beginning on the first Tuesday of May and the last 
Tuesday of October at the college rooms, in the New Parliament buildings, 
Victoria. 

For further information apply to the rijiistrar, Dr. C. J. Fagan, Vic- 
toria, B. C. 

Manitoba. — The College of IMiysicians and Surgeons of Manitoba con- 
stitutes the licensing body. It is composed of every registered medical 
practitioner in the province. 

License to practice is granted on the certificate of Manitoba Univer- 
sity, stating that the holder is a graduate of that university, by tjxamina- 
tion, or is a licentiate of a College of l*hysicians and SurgcH)no, or of any 
other incorporated body of medical men exercising similar ix)wers in a 
province of the Dominion where reciprocal rights are granted to the grad- 
uates of Manitoba University by examination and licentiates of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of Manitoba. 

The fee for registration and license is $73. 

The registrar is Dr. Edward S. Popham, Winnipeg. 

New Brunswick. -The Medical Council of Physicians and Surgeons 
of this province is composed of nine legally <iualified practitioners, four of 
whom are appointed by lh<» (Governor and five by the Xcw P»rnnswicU 
Medical Society. 

Applicants for licensure must have passed ilie preliminary examina- 
tion prescribed by the Council; must have stndie<l nuMliciiie dnring four 
years, and must have passed the professional examination, irrespective 
of any diploma they may possess. Tlic professional examination is h<dd 
in June, in St. John. 

The registrar is Dr. Stewart Skinner. Si. .John. 

Northwest Territories. — The Council of the Coll<?gc of riiysi«-ians and 
Surgeons of the Northwest Territories <-oiisists of tive chMtivc mcnd)crs.

Tbey must 
bav« studied medicine for four collegiate seaslons of at least eigbt montbs 
each: and they must have passed professional ex a ml nations as follows; 
First professional, at the end of the second year of medical study; fee, 
?15; second professional, at the end of the third year of study: fee, flO; 
third professional, at the end of Ibe fourth year of study, fee, ?25.

Ontario. — The C-ouncIl of the College of Physicians and SurgeoiiB of 
Ontario (the name adopted by the medical profession of the province In its 
eorporate capacity) Is empowered to enact laws for the regulation of all 
matters connected with medical education, and to fix the terms on which 
practitioners of medicine, duly quallSed In other countries, may be ad- 
mitted as members of the college, this being the only mode la which they 
can become legally entitled to practice medicine in the province. 

Graduates In medicine from recognized colleges outside the Dominion 
of Canada, who desire to qualify theniBelvea for i-e^stration, must pass 
the matriculation required by the Council; must attend one or more full 
winter courses of lectures In oue of the Ontario medical schools; i 
pleto fully the practical and clinical curriculum required by the Council 
after the fourth year, and must pass the examinations prescribed by th^ I 
Council. 

Professional examinations are divided hito three parts: Primary, 
taken after the second session; Intermediate, and Unal. The fees are: 
For registration of matriculation, $20.00; for primary examination, $30.00; 
for intermediate and flsal examination, $50.00; registration and member- 
ship, $25.00; registration of additional degrees, ?2.00; annual aaseas- 
ment, $2.00, 

The registrar is Dr. R. A. Payne, S. E. corner Bay "ud Richmond, 
Toronto. 

Prince Edward Island. — The Council of the Medical Society Is com- 
posed of seven members elected by the society. Every applicant fOT ' 
registratloa must satisfy the Council that be bos passed ti pi-eliminary or J 
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matriculation examination on the subjects specified in tlie by-laws of 
the Council, and had his name placed on the medical students' register; 
that he has studied medicine four years in a university or medical col- 
lege of good standing, and that he has satisfactorily passed a professional 
examination before the Council. 

The fee for registration in the medical register is $20.00; for the pro- 
fessional examination, $25XX);^ for the matriculation examination, $10.00, 
and for registration in the medical students' register, $2.00. 

The registrar is Dr. Richard Johnson, Charlottetown. 

Quebec. — No person can practice medicine in this province unless he^ 
has obtained a license from the Provincial Medical Board. 

Every candidate tot a license to practice medicine, surgei*y and mid- 
vrifery.in this province, desiring to be registered, and who has not ob- 
tained a degree or diploma from any of the institutioivs specified by the 
law, must pass an examination before the Board and submit satisfactory 
evidence of having complied with all the other requirements of the 
Board. 

All persons coming from any recognized college outside of Great Brit- 
ain and her provinces must pass the preliminary examination or show that 
they have already passed an equivalent examination. They must also fol- 
low in one of the schools of medicine in tlie province a complete course 
(for six months) of lectures, and such other course or courses as are nec- 
essary to complete the curriculum required by the Board, and pass the pro- 
fessional examination.

EUROPE. 

[For much of the following data we wish to acknowledge our indebt- 
edness to the British Medical Journal and to state that more detailed in- 
formation may be obtained by referring to the September 3, 1904, June 
3, 1905, and Febiniary 3, 1906, issues of that journal.] 

Austria. — Before the study of medicine can be undertaken an entrance 
examination must be passed, comprising a knowledge of Greek and Latin, 
Iiesides arithmetic, geometry and geogiaphy. and an especially severe ex- 
amination in physics and chemistry. 

Since all • medical schools ai'e attached to public hospitals and are 
owned and governed by the state, teaching is practically on a uniform 
scale. Five and one-half years (eleven semesters) is the minimum period 
of study in the lal>oratories and hospital wards. Final examinations are 
then passed and diploma granted. 

Foreign diplomas are recognized only after all examinations are 
passed. Women are admitted to the profession. 

Belgium. — Before matriculation as a medical student the candidate 
must have followed the courses of the Faculty of Science for at least one 
year and must pass an examination in (1) logic: (2) exi)erimental physics; 
(3) elementary zoolog>': (A) jreneral chemistiy; (5) elementary botany; (6) 
elementary notions of inineralog>', geolojry, and (1) physical geography, 
besides passing a practical test in chemistry and making a microscopic

deinoustrntioii. Hiiviiig llius secured the diploma of candidate of science, 
the student is required to pursue medical study in the following coui-ses: 

(1) Embryology; (2) human anatomy, systemic and topographic; (3) his- 
tology, gonernl and si^ecial; (4) elementary comparative anatomy; (5) psy- 
cliologj', and (G) physiology. 

He must also pass practice tests in macroscopic and microscopic dem 
onstratious. To complete the above subjects requires two yeais, or three 
years if coupled with the work for the candidate of science. Three years 
more are necessary in the study of (1) general pathology and therapeutics; 

(2) elementary pharmacology and pharmaco-dynamics; (3) morbid anat- 
omy; (4) medical pathology and special therapeutics of internal and 
mental diseases; (5) surgical, general and special pathology; (6) theoretical 
midwifeiy; (7) hygiene, public and private; (8) forensic medicine; (9) clini- 
cal medicine; (10) clinical surgery; (11) theory and practice of surgical 
operations; (12) ophthalmology, didactic and clinical, and (13) clinical ob- 
stetrics. Candidate must also pass practical tests in macroscopic and 
microscopic demonstrations of pathologic anatomy and demonstrations of 
regional anatomy. Diplomas may be granted by a state university, a free 
university or by juries appointed by the Government. Four universities 
grant medical degrees, two of which, at Li6ge and Ghent, are state insti- 
tutions, the so-called free universities being at Brussels and Louvain. ^ 
diploma is required for authority to practice. Doctors from foreign 
countries must pass an examination before a special jury, which must be 
first ratified by a special commission at Brussels. 

Bulgaria. — Practice of medicine is restricted to legally qualified med- 
ical men and is under the control and supervision of the Minister of the 
Interior, assisted by a medical council, which meets at Sofia and consists 
of six medical men selected by the Government. 

Every person who desires to practice medicine must show that he ob- 
tained his medical degree after a regular course of study and that he has 
previously passed an examination in arts, after which he must pass an 
examination in medicine and surgery, conducted in the Bulgarian lan- 
guage, for which he must pay an examination fee of 100 francs (about 
$19.00). Subsequent registration of the certificate by the medical council 
costs another 100 francs. 

Denmark. — Anybody wishing to pass the medical graduation, examina- 
tion must be a B.A., and, besides having taken the philosophic degree at 
the University of Copenhagen, liave gone through the prescribed educa- 
tional course for medical students, which embraces not only lectures and 
training in the subjects for examination, but also courses in (1) dissection; 
(2) physiologic chemistry; (3) practical physics, and clinical courses of (4) 
medicine: (5) surgery; (G) dermatology and venereal diseases; (7) ophthal- 
mology; (8) oto-laiyngology: (9) epidemic diseases; (10) psychiatrics; (11) 
obstetrics and pediatrics, and fui*ther courses in (12) topographic anatomy 
and (13) vaccination. The medical examination Is divided into two parts, 
which must be absolved within a space of time not exceeding six years. 
The first part (Mubraces oral examination in (1) anat(»iny: (2) physiology; 
(.**»> physics: (4) clicmistry, and practical trials of (.")) dissection, and (G) 
inorirjiiiic qnnlitntiv(» aiinlysis. Tlio clinractor for physiology is reckoned 
<loiih](>. Miul for tlH' 1ri:ils of *'h<Mnis1ry niul pliysic^s is jriv(»n one common 
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ebaracter, thus luakiug the aji^gregate uuiiil>er of characters for this part 
of the examination five. The second part embraces written theses in 
(1) general pathology (2) surgery, and (3) medicine; practical trial in (4) 
clinical medicine; (5) clinical- surgery, and (6) surgical operation; oral trial 
in (7) general pathology; (8) pathologic anatomy; (9) forensic medicine; 
(10) surgery; (11) medicine: (12) obstetrics, and (13) pharmacology. Med- 
ical graduation examination is the only legal title to practice excepting in 
obstetrics, for which a supplementary course must be passed at the Royal 
Lying-in Hospital. Women physicians are on an equality with men. 
Foreign graduates must pass the examination. 

France. — The only legal qualification to practice medicine is the de- 
gree of Doctor in Medicine granted by the state after an examination by 
a recognized faculty of medicine. 

Before commencing the study of medicine the candidate must produce 
a diploma of bachelor of secondary classical education in letters of phi- 
losophy and a certificate of study of physics, chemistry and natural 
science; or four certificates of higher studies obtained from a faculty of 
science in physics, chemistr>', botany, zoologj' or general physiology or 
embryology. The examinations for the degree of Doctor in Medicine are 
as fc^ows: The first examination to be taken between the sixth and 
eighth inscriptions (quarters), consisting of a practical test in dissection 
and oral examination in anatomy, excluding regional anatomy; the sec- 
ond examination to be taken between the eighth and tenth inscriptions, 
covering histology, physiology, including biologic physiology and biologic 
chemistry; the third examination between the thirteenth and sixteenth in- 
scriptions consists of (1) a practical test in operative surgery and regional 
anatomy and an oral examination in regional anatomy, external pathology 
and midwifery, and (2) a practical test in pathologic anatomy and oral 
examination in general pathology, aniiDal and vegetable parasites, mi- 
crobes and internal pathology; the fourth examination, to be taken after 
the sixteenth inscription, consists of oral examinations In therapeutics, 
hygiene, forensic medicine, materia medica, pharmacology, with illustra- 
tions of physical and natural science, and the fifth examination covering 
clinical courses in surgery, midwifery and medicine. Practically the pe- 
riod of medical study extends over six years. 

Graduates of foreign schools can practice only by obtaining the di- 
ploma of Doctor in Medicine in France and conform to the ordinances 
which apply to French students. Advanced standing will not be allowed 
under any circumstances for more than the first three examinations. Di- 
plomas must be registered at the prefecture or a subprefecture and at the 
office of the derk of the civil tribunal of the district in which holder re- 
sides before he is legally entitled to i)ractice. 

Germany. — Preliminary to the study of medicine the candidate must 
produce a certificate of admission to a state university from a German 
public school. He must then spend at least nine half-yearly terms in 
medical study at a German university. In exceptional cases credit is al- 
lowed for work done at schools or universities outside the German Em- 
pire, but a previous examination must ho passed, to l»e immediately fol- 
lowed by at lea.st four half-years* study at the university. He must also 
hnvp had at least two hnlf-y«':irs in ine^liVnl. snrffical and niidwiferv clin- 



ics; must have personally attended two luboi- uaaes; must have had a ] 
half-year's practice in au ophtholniologic clinic, and mnst have been tn- 
Btrneted iu vaot'lnation aud acquired dexterity in Its practice. 

Tbe examination comprlseB auatom]', physiology, general pathology, | 
pathologic anatomy, surgery, medicine, obstetrics, gynecology, ophthal- 
molc^y and hyg:iene. In the clinical part of the examination the candi- 
date on two suceeedJng days has to examine ii patient In the presence of 
the exaoilaer. giving the etiology, diagnosis, prognosis and trentnienl, im- 
mediately after which he draws up a report of the result, which is -couu- 
terslgued by the examiner. On tlie same day he prepares a ei'ltical re- 
port at home, which is presented to the examiner next morning, with the 
date and the candidate's signature nUised. For the next week he has to 
visit both patients once or twice daily. He must keep an accurate ac- 
count of the progress and treatment of the disease, and In eaxe the patient 
dies within the seven days he must give a wi-ttteu opinion of the cause 
of death. Similar clinical examinations are regulred In ophthalmology, 
obstetrics, pediatrics and medical disease, fasslng in these qualides the 
candidate to practice medlelue. No eaudldste can enter for un examina- 
tion after two rejections except in veiy special cases. Graduation from 
a German university giving tiie degree of dqt-ior is not essential to prac- 
tice, but is a preregulsile to the examination in state medicine and al«D 
gives a higher professional standing. In order to graduate applicant must 
present .certificates of preliminary i ducation, of matriculation and of four 
years' university study, as well as having passed the qualifying medical 
examination. The graduation examination may Ix' takrn either before or 
after qualifleatlou. hut the candidate must apply for admission previous 
to qualification. Those wishing to obtain appointments as health officers 
or forensic physitians are also required to pass on exaiiiinatiou in state 
medicine and psychology, which is very slringi'nt. This exiimiuatlun can 
not be taken until two years after quallli cation aud ts limited to those 
iiaviug tJie doctor's degree, who, in the qualifying examinntion, obtained ' 
a marking of "good" or "very good." and who have had at least three ■ 
months' experience as attendant in an asylum of not less than 130 beds 
and not less than 150 yearly admissions. The examination is limited en- 
tirely to state medicioe. Foreign graduates must pass the qualifying ex- 
amination. 

Great Britain.— The i-egulations as to registration, prelimlniiry ezaml 
nation and medical education are as follows: Every medical student moeT 
be registered as such by the General Medical Council. In order to i^Ib- 
ter each must show satisfactory proof of being at least Ifi years of age 
aud must have passed a preliminary examination which Includes the fol- 
lowing: (a) English grammar, paraphrasing. ('o:n posit ion. questions on 
ETngllsh history and geography; (b) Latin (grammar, translation into Bng- . 
llsh from unprescribed Liatin books, translation Into Latin of a continuous , 
English passage and of ehoit Idiomatic E}nglish sentences); (c) matbe- 
matics (arithmetic, algebra, including easy quadratic eijuations: geometiT. 
Including the subject matter of Euclid 1. Ii. 111. and simple deductloiw): 
(d) one of the following subjects; (1) Greek (grammar, translation Into , 
English from unprescribed books; translation into flreek of short id]<HntttIe i 
English sentences); or (2i a modern language (grammar, translation Intttf 
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EngUeh from unprescribed Greek books; translation of a continuous Eng- 
lish passage and of short idiomatic E}nglish sentences). A degree of any 
university recognized by the council will be accepted as a sufficient testi- 
monial of proficiency. The period of professional study between the date 
of registration as a medical student and the date of final examination 
must be not less than five years. (The majority of students spend more 
than six years, many as much as seven, owing largely to the severity of 
examinations.) The course of medical study and examinations must in- 
clude the following subjects: (1) physics, including the elementary me- 
chanics of solids and fluids and the rudiments of heat, light and elec- 
tricity; (2) chemistry, including the principles of the science and the de- 
tails which bear on the study of medicine; (3) elementary biology; (4) an- 
atomy; (5) physiology; (6) materia medica and pharmacy; (7) pathology; 
(8) therapeutics; (9) medicine, including medical anatomy and clinical med- 
icine; (10) surgery, including surgical anatomy and clinical surgery; (11) 
midwifery, including diseases peculiar to women and new-born children; 
(12) theory and practice of vaccination; (13) forensic medicine; (14) 
hygiene; (15) mental disease. The first year may have been taken in a 
university acceptable to the General Medical Council which offers satis- 
factory courses in physics, chemistry and biology. The next three years 
must be spent in recognized schools of medicine, but the fifth year is de- 
voted to clinical work in public hospitals or dispensaries, although half 
of this year may be spent as a pupil to a registered practitioner who 
is satisfactory to the Medical Council. 

Greece. — Graduates of foreign medical schools must pass the state 
examination, which must be in either Greek, French or German. 

Holland. — After passing an examination in practical medicine, sur- 
gery and midwifery at the end of his studies gives the medical student the 
title of '"Arts** and the right to practice, but not the title of doctor, which 
is a purely scientific one and is obtained only by writing a scientific thesis 
and defending it before the medical faculty of the university. Only those 
may try for the title of doctor who have a thorough knowledge of classi- 
cal scholarship and have graduated from the "gymnasium'* or passed an 
equivalent examination. The diploma of "Arts" must be recorded in the 
office of the chief inspector of public health and shown to the burgo- 
master of the commune before holder may practice. Foreign graduates 
are required to pass the examination. 

Hungary. — Each student must pass an examination in Latin, Greek, 
mathematics, geography, physics and history before matriculation as a 
medical student. He must then devote five years to the study of medi- 
cine and surgery and pass three examinations, which are not severe, in or- 
der to obtain the degree of "Universal Medical Doctor," otherwise he con- 
forms with the same laws as in Austria. 

Italy. — The degree of doctor granted by one of the 17 royal universi- 
ties of the Royal Institute of Florence is prerequisite to practice. The 
course covers six academic years; there are 22 subjects, and the student 
must pass the examination in each subject l>efore he is admitted to the 
final examination for the "I^aurea in Medicina e Chirurgia" (the M.D.) 
The preliminary medical subjects, taken in any order as desired by the 
student, are zoology, comparative anatomy and physiology, botany, 
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[iliyMU'S. geucfnl (jbt'iuiHtrj'. histology, liuuiuii uuutumy. buiuiLU pliyelulogy, 
materia ineilica, general pathology, pathologiciil anatoniy, specidi medical 
pathology, special surgical patholoi,'y (tlie two latter eubjects iaclude tlii.' 
cllDlcal teaching of physical exiiiiiliiatfou and also clinical history of dis- 
ease, the technical term for which iu Italy is "Pi-opedeutlcs"), surgical 
anatomy and practical operations, clinical coursea in medicine, surgery, 
obstetrics, diseases of the eye and mental dieeases; also dermatology, 
syphilis and legal medicine. The college year lasts from middle of Oc- 
tober to end of July. The Qrst furtnltfht and Inst six weeks are devoted 
to examination, and there are vacations at Ohristmas and Baster, leaving 
for tlie actual leaching year about 27 weeks. The required courses are 
mostly annual; pathol[>glcal anatomy aud pbyslology are always biennial; 
l)uniaD anatomy and clinical medicine and surgery are always triennial. 
Besides the utticial or required courses there are some elective supplemen- 
tary or optional, no more than thi'ee of which may i>e talten each year, anil 
must not interfere with any required courses. The value of the courses 
varies much in the universities, depending on laboratories, teachere, hos- 
pitals and limited clinical material. The professors are chosen by the "Su- 
perior Council of Public Iiiatruetion." and are iri-emovable c.tcept for grave 
miacoivduet or at their own volition. The Hnal examination consists of one 
written aud two oral theses, all selected by the student. Failure is very 
rare. The M.D. must be registered at the "PreEettura" of the district in 
which applicant resides, in change of residence the process is repeated. 

Norway. — The state esauiination must be iiassed hy anyone wishing 
to practice medicine. The Goveniment may, however, in individual cases, 
grant permission to persons who present satisfactory evidence of requisite 
knowledge. 

Portugal. — There Is one university faculty of medicine, that of Coim- 
bra. and two medico-chirurglcal schools at Lisbon and Oporto. Tbfi medi- 
cal course covers a period of five years, extending each year from Oc- 
tober to July. Matriculates must have had seven years of prelimlnaiy 
education, including Latin. French and German, and in addition must 
have studied physics, chemistiy, zoology and botany aud in one of the 
three medical schools, mathematics. Foreigners must pass the state ex- 
amination before they can practice. 

Roumanla.^To become qualified to practice medicine the candidate. 
who, having lirst passed his baccalaureate or esunilnation in arts, must 
study medicine for live ycai-s in a medical faculty. Having passed the 
various examinations he is admitted to the examination for the d^ree 
of doctor. This. If obtained, gives him authority lo practice. Gradu- 
ates of foreign schools must present full credentials and pass the state 



Russia. — A comprehensive examination by the MediciU Academy of 
St. Petersburg or one of the universities of Russia before the student can 
practice. Unless he holds the degree of B..*. from a recognized univer- 
sity he must pass a preliminary examination, including Latin and Greek. 

Spain. — The prnspoctive medical student must have had sis years In 
tieneral studies constituting the curriculum of secondary education, and 
are comprised in a so-called Degree of Bachelor fusually taken between 
iiges !) and l.M. Then c'onies one year of "preliminary study." taking up 
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foui* coiu'ses — physics, geueral chemistry, mineralogy and botany, and 
zoology. The medical course covers six years of study for the degi'ee of 
licentiate, and one year more for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. Tht? 
official cuiTiculum for the degree of licentiate includes the following 
courses: Descriptive anatomy, normal histology and histo-chemistry, an- 
aton^ical technique, embryology, physiology, general pathology with clini- 
cal attendance, materia medica and therapeutics, morbid anatomy, medical 
and surgical pathology, obstetrics and gynecology, pediatrics, clinical med- 
icine and surgery, diseases of the nose, ear and larynx; regional anatomy 
and operations, hygiene, with statistics and sanitary legislation; forensic 
medicine, dermatology and syphilography. For the degree of doctor the 
course includes also the following courses: Critical history of medicine, 
chemical analysis, biological chemistry, anthropology, experimental psy- 
chology. Students may pursue their study when and where they choose 
80 long as they can pass the examination. The Government, on advice 
of the Council on Public Instruction, may recognize medical worli done 
abroad or may grant the temporaiy right to practice. 

Servia. — There being hitherto no university in Servia, students desir- 
ing to study medicine have been obliged to study abroad. Servia recog- 
nizes only medical diplomas acquired at the universities of Paris, Vienna 
and Berlin. Degrees from universities of other countries are recognized 
only after an examination has been passed before a commission. Only 
Servian subjects may practice. 

Sweden. — Graduates of foreign medical schools must pass the state 
examination, although some reduction in curriculum may be gi'anted. 

Switzerland. — A qualified foreign practitioner, even if he desires to 
practice only among his own countrymen, is required to pass the federal 
examination, which may be passed at Basle, Zurich or Berlin, in German, 
and at Geneva or Lausanne in French. The applicant is advised to obtain 
from one of his teachers at home an introduction to a professor at the 
university at which he proposes to pass the examination. His pix)per 
course would be to call upon the rector of the university. We are in- 
formed that every information would }ye afforded, and that no difficulties 
are placed in the way of candidates. 

Turkey. — No one is allowed to practice medicine unless he holds a di- 
ploma from the Imperial Faculty of Medicine at Constantinople, or from 
some recognized foreign medical college. All medical students wear mili- 
tary uniform. The course covers six years, the first being preparatory. 
Elxaminations are held at the end of each year, and after the sixth year 
four different examinations for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. Two 
theses have to be presented at the fourth examination. There are two 
foreign provincial schools, the French and the American medical schools 
at Beirut, which now have the privilege of granting degrees and the con- 
sequent right to practice. The examinations are conducted by a comm,lssion 
from the Constantinople School of Medicine, so their degrees are equivalent 
to the latter. Foreigners must liave their diplomas examined by the Con- 
stantinople School of Medicine, must show their passport, which must 
have been countersigned by their comsular authority, and must then pass 
an oral examination, after which, on payment of 500 piastres ($20.00), 
they are given permission to practice. Tlie examinations, which are said

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to be fairly conducted, are held in French or Turkish, and the candidate 
may have an interpreter if necessary. 



SOUTH AFRICA. 

Cape Colony. — Medical practice is under the control of the Colonial 
Medical Council. Admission to the register is given on any diploma cov- 
ering five years' study, if the diploma entitles the holder to practice in 
the country wherein it was granted. The working of the law, however, 
practically excludes all but British diplomas. If the diploma is satisfac- 
tory the council recommends the holder to the Colonial Secretary, who in 
due course records the applicant and forwards his license. Fee for regis- 
tration, 5 pounds. 

Natal. — Only such diplomas as are registrable in the United King- 
dom are acceptable for registration to practice, but laws are not so ef- 
fectively administered as in Cape Colony. Medical affairs in charge of a 
Medical Council. 

Orange River Colony. — Diplomas from such countries as will recipro- 
cate with Great Britain are acceptable for registration. A new law is in 
operation and fairly well enforced. An annual license fee of 15 pounds 
must be paid by every practitioner. 

Transvaal. — The Colonial Secretary has medical matters in charge, 
but they are in a rather chaotic condition at present. 

Rhodesia. — Registration has only been tentatively introduced and is 
in a very undeveloped condition. 



AUSTRALIA. 

New South Wales. — All physicians must be registered as legally qual- 
ified practitioners. Applicants must hold credentials of medical training 
acceptable by the Medical Board. The same holds with Victoria and 
South Australia. In Queensland applicant must prove that he has passed 
through a regular course of study and has received, after examination, a 
degree or qualification to practice. In Tasmania and West Australia the 
laws are more stringent, providing for registration and licensing of medi- 
cal practitioners by a Court of Examiners, and such registration is strictly 
required. 



NEW ZEALAND. 

No distinction is made between British and other degrees. A man 
may study where he will, but he must hold a degree granted after due 
examination, from a medical school, acceptable by the Minister of Health, 
without further examination. 



MINOR BRITISH COLONIES. 

Africa, East and West Coast of.— No regulations. Government efforts 
exerted toward stopping dangerous practices of native medicine men and 
witch doctors. 
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British New Guiuea. — Has no medical acts. 

FJjL — ^Now provides medical education for natives. Medical practice 
now contn^ed by Government and registration is reciuired. Anyone en- 
titled to practice in the United Kingdom or British Colonies may claim 
admission. 

British Honduras. — Registration is re^iuired of all practitioners. Med- 
ical affairs are in charge of a medical committee. 

Oeylom — ^Has a Medical Board for the control of medical edu^:ation, 
but at present any one can practic*e medicine, with or without a diploma, 
no attempt being made to regulate practice. 

Hongkong. — Medical practice is c(jn trolled by a Medical Board. A 
register has been established, to which anj- duly qualified practitioner, 
upon proof of such qualification, may olitain admission. 

Cyprus. — ^Registration is requiretl and any person inaj' sei-ure it who 
holds qualifications which permit him to practice where such qualiticatJons 
were obtained. ^ 

Falkland Islands. — Medical act of the United Kingdom con.sidered to 
be in force, but there is no special local medical act. 

Gibraltar. — ^Registration is required, but there are no stringent reg- 
ulations.

The membersklp of the American Confederation of Reciprocating, Ex- 
amining and Licensing Boards numbers the following States: Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentuclty, Nebraslia, Maryland, Geor- 
gia, Illinois, Ohio, North Dakota, Nevada and Olilahoma. 

The following States, while not actually members of the Ck>nfedera- 
tion, reciprocate practically under the qualifications of the Confedera- 
tion, and with States in membersliip in the Confederation: Minnesota, 
Vermont, Missouri, New Jersey, Maine, Virginia, Wyoming, South Caro- 
lina, District of Columbia and South Dakota. 

The following States reciprocate under Qualification I only: Illinois, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Virginia, Wyoming and South Carolina. 

The following States reciprocate under Qualifications I and II: Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio, Maryland, Min- 
nesota, Vermont, Missouri, Nevada, Maine, Georgia, District of Columbia. 

During the past year 699 reciprocal registrations were made by 12 
of the States from which a rei>ort was obtained.

DUTIES OF COUNTY CLERKS EXPLAINED* 



^Section of law requiring county clerks to make annual reports to the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination.) 

• 

The Indiana Medical Law, approved March 8, 1897, makes it 
the duty of the clerk of each county of the State to submit annu- 
ally on the first day of January of each year, to the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination, upon blanks furnished 
by said Board, a duplicate list of all certificates received and 
licenses issued by him during the preceding year, and shall include 
therein the date of said license, the name, age, residence, etc., of 
the person receiving tlie same. (See section 3, page 57 of the 
Act of 1897.) 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
required to make an annual report to the Governor. This report 
can not be completed until all county clerks have made their re- 
ports to the Board as required by law. Much embarrassment to 
both county clerks and the State Board "would be avoided by clerks 
making these reports promptly on the first day of January. The 
secretary of the Board has, in several instances, been compelled to 
ask the Attorney-General to take up the question with negligent 
county clerks. 

Upon the receipt of the certificate by the applicant from the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, the appli- 
cant shall, upon the presentation thereof to the clerk of the county 
in which he resides, receive from the county clerk a license to 
practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics within the -State of In- 
diana. The person receiving such license shall pay to the county 
derk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee for issuing and recording 
such license as hereinafter provided. In case of change of resi- 
dence from one coimty to another within this State, the holder 
of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in the county 
where he proposes to reside, by filing with the county clerk the 
license obtained by him in the coimty in which he last resided, in 
the same manner as provided for on the presentation of his cer- 
tificate from the State Board of Medical Registration and Exam-

The connty cl(>rk shonld not issue licenses to traveling 
physicians. 

The law plainly states that in case of change of residence only 
shall new license be issued.
